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MARCHING TOWARDS THE PRECIPICE. 
THE country felt immense relief last Monday morning on 
being told by the Times that the Dano-German quarrel was in 
a fair way of being settled without an appeal to arms, The 
pleasant mirage was dissipated in the afternoon by a second 
edition of that journal, which contained an announcement of 
an entirely opposite character, We give, in as few words as 
possible, the successive phases assumed by the question, and 
our readers will draw their own conclusions as to the Powers 
upon whom will rest the responsibility of breaking the peace of 
Europe, if it be eventually broken, 

The vote of the secondary and minor States of Germany re- 
presented in the Federal Diet, by which the joint proposition of 
Austria and Prussia was rejected, had the effect of bringing back 
the contention within its original limits, This was far enough 
from the intention of the majority, The drift of their proceed- 
ings, as also of their hopes, was to unite the duchy of Schleswig 
with that of Holstein under Frederick of Augustenburg, and 
thereby annex the former to the territory of the Bund, The 
unanimity and enthusiasm of the German people in favour of this 
course made the several Governments heedless of the inter- 
national rights which it infringed, Neither Austria nor Prussia, 
however, was prepared to incur the dangerous responsibility of 
treating with indifference the public law of Europe, As soon, 
therefore, as they found themselves in a minority of the Diet

as to the object for which the military occupation of Schleswig 
was to be undertaken, they gave notice that they would take 
the settlement of the matter into their own hands, not as repre- 
senting the Diet, but in their capacity as leading European 
Powers, They forthwith transmitted their demand to 
Copenhagen that the November Constitution should be with- 
drawn within forty-eight hours, and, this having been 
impracticable at so short a notice, they suspended diplomatic 
relations with the Court and Government of King Ohristian IX., 
and instantly began to push forward their troops to the south 
bank of the Eider, 

It was generally assumed that the hot haste with which this 
movement had been made arose rather from the desire of the two 
great Powers to prevent a precipitation of war by the secondary 
German States than from the intention of making a casus belli 
against Denmark, The presence of the duke of Augustenburg 
in Holstein ; the revolution which, with the connivance of the 
armies of Saxony and Hanover in occupation of the duchy, was 
setting aside the stipulations of the London Treaty of 1852 for 
regulating the succession ; the contagious effect of that revo- 
lution upon the German population of Schleswig; and the 
manifest bias of the majority of the Diet towards a recognition 
of Prince Frederick's hereditary claims and towards an armed 
intervention in support of them, disclosed to the two Powers 
the necessity of placing their own troops, at the earliest possible

moment, between the Danes and the federal army of occupation. 
Hence, it was thought, the peremptory tone of their demand 
upon Denmark, and hence the limited time they allowed her 
for areply. The answer of Denmark, which had been clearly 
foreseen, was the signal for the immediate advance of the 
Austro-Prussian troops into Holstein, The line of the Eider 
is no longer in the possession of Saxon and Hanoverian soldiers, 
The Diet, awed by overwhelming force, cedes its place upon 
the frontier to the two Powers, The question to be enforced, 
as against Denmark, has ceased to be one affecting the integrity 
of that kingdom, or having for its object the frustration of the 
London Treaty of 1852; and the simple design of Austria and 
Prussia, if they should invade the duchy of Schleswig, is given 
out to be to occupy it as a “material guarantee” for the per- 
formance of certain engagements relating to the internal 
government of that duchy, to which Denmark diplomatically 
bound herself in 1849 and 1852, but which, it is admitted, she 
had not observed with fidelity, 

It will be seen at a glance how, on the hypothesis that 
Austria and Prussia were sincerely discharging their duty as 
European Powers, the position in which they had placed 
themselves might simplify the question in an interna- 
tional point of view. By a military convention with Prussia, 
by subsequent despatches, and by other forms having the 
force of a diplomatic agreement, Denmark had pledged her- 
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eclf to the German Powers to pursue a certain course of 
government in Schleswig with a view to the just and im- 
partial treatment of its German inhabitants, and to take no 
steps towards an incorporation of the duchy with the king- 
dom of Denmark proper. It is alleged against her that she 
has not redeemed her pledge in either case, She has not 
governed Schleswig as she undertook to do, and by the November 
Constitution she has taken a step towards the incorporation of 
the province with the kingdom, Austria and Prussia are upon 
the banks of the Eider to enforce the observance of that agree- 
ment, Their ostensible object is not to upset a European 
treaty, but to compel performance of a specific engage- 
ment, To this there is no abstract international objection, 
althongh it may admit of doubt whether the precise 
mode in which it is proposed to coerce Denmark be 
fully in accordance with public law, When, therefore, it was 
announced that Denmark had requested a temporary delay suf- 
ficient to enable her to consult the Rigsraad before replying 
definitively to the summons of Austria and Prussia, there 
scemed to be a clear prospect of a pacific termination to the 
dispute. The demand of the two German Powers, involving, as 
it did, a change in the Constitution of Denmark, could only be 
carried out with the assent of the Danish Legislature, It might 
well have been expected that the Courts of Vienna and Berlin 
would favourably entertain a request to postpone their mili- 
tary entrance into Schleswig until the Rigsraad had had 
time to make the legal changes necessary to give the two 
Powers the satisfaction they had claimed, It was believed, 
moreover, that the turn of the weather would increase their 
disposition towards caution and moderation, for the thaw had 
put it in the power of a small but resolute Danish force to 
resist, in the first instanee, double its own numbers with some 
prospect of success, And, finally, it was well understood that 
a collision which might possibly draw after it a European war 
would contravene the political interests of both the German 
Powers, 

All these assumptions and anticipations, however, have been 
set aside by the event. The request of Denmark has been 
refused, Austria and Prussia hold to their intention of crossing 
the Eider as soon as their combined forces shall have assembled 
on its sonthern bank, which the military convention between 
the two Powers engages shall be done by the 6th of February. 
£eme days will then be required to complete the preparations 
for the invasion, and unless between this and then—that is, 
within three weeks at furthest—the force of European opinion 
shall modify the conclusions of the Governments at Vienna and 
Berlin, a war, the limitations of which no human foresight can 
determine, will be kindled in Europe, 

“Whilst there is life there is hope,” Till peace be actually 
broken, we need not utterly despair of the chances that it may 
yet be maintained. The Emperor of the French may possibly 
see fit, at the eleventh hour, to assume a tone towards the 
German Powers which will compel them to pause and accept 
from their fears the counsel they have refused to their reason, 
But it is by no means improbable that his ulterior interests, as 
well as his present temper, may incline him to prefer the 
longer game, He knows full well the advantage he will 
presently secure by leaving the King of Prussia to blunder on 
until he has disgusted the Governments as well as the people; of 
Europe—until, in the seeming interests of peace, and with the 
silent connivance if not the formal assent of England, 
that obstinate Sovereign may be repaid in his own coin by 
the military occupation of his trans-Rhenish provinces by 
France, Napoleon may, however, choose as the safer and more 
immediately convenient policy that of appearing at the last 
moment as arbiter in Europe. He may avenge the refusal of 
England to attend the congress he had summoned by letting 
the world see England baffled in her most strenuous efforts to 
purchase peace, and France able to ensure it at will by a single 
word, At present he gives no definite sign of his intention, 
if, indeed, he has made up his own mind as to the course he will 
pursue, Men are beginning to fear that blood must be let in 
this pettiest of all quarrels, and that one, at least, of the two 
German Powers seeks to push on the matter to this issue. 

For the present, we have the satisfaction of knowing that 
her Majesty's Ministers are using their utmost efforts to avert, 
if possible, the unspeakable calamity of war. Whether in doing 
s0 they will commit this nation to take part in the strife, if 
strife there must be, we will not even conjecture. Parliament 
will meet next week, and will, no doubt, be authentically in- 
formed of the precise position in which England stands to the 
disputante and to public law. We refuse credit to 
rumours; and we entertain with some confidence the expec- 
tation that the foreign policy of the country, in relation to the 
events which trouble the North of Europe, will be found 
have been governed by considerations such as will fully com- 
mend it to the judgment and sympathies of the English people.

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FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


FRANCE. y 

The Budget for 1865 fixes the expenditure for that year at 
the sum of £71,890,000, being £840,000 in excess of the sum required 
for the present year. The estimated income amounts to £71,990,000, 
leaving a surplus over expenditure of £100,000. This Budget does 
not promise reduction of armaments or any other kind of economy. 

In the debate in the Corps Législatif, on Wednesday week, an 
amendment relative to the nomination of municipal councils by 
election and the necessity of electing the Mayor from the municipal 
council was rejected by 182 against 62 votes. On Thursday and 
Friday amendments were moved by the Opposition against the law 
of safety and in favour of freedom of the press. Both amendments 
were, of course, lost; but they were supported with great ability and 
eloquence, the former by M. Picard and the latter by M. Jules Simon. 
On Saturday the debate related to Algeria, when an amendment to 
grant to that colony the institutions of France was supported by the 
Opposition, but rejected by the Chamber. 

On Monday the Opposition proposed an amendment requiring edu- 
cation to be gratuitous and obligatory, which was rejected by 225 to 
16. Paragraph 6, relating to distant expeditions, was next discussed. 
Three amendments were brought forward referring to Mexico, all 
demanding the termination of the expedition and the recall of the 
troops. M. Guéroult spoke upon the amendment of the Left, demand- 
ing that the troops should be immediately recalled. M. de Beauverger 
replied. On Tuesday M. Thiers warmly censured the expedition to 
Mexico in its present and past condition, as well as with regard to its 
future consequences. He concluded by demanding that France should 
treat with Juarez so as to preserve her honour and interests formerly 
guaranteed, else the expedition would only result in an indefinite and 
ruinous occupation. M. Chaix d’Est-Ange defended the expedition 
as being just, affirmed that it was impossible to treat with Jyarez, 
and expressed a hope that tranquillity would soon be re-established in 
Mexico. “Then,” the speaker said, “our troops will be able to 
return.” M. Berryer, in reply, said that France had been misled, 

On Wednesday M. Rouher warmly defended the expedition. He 
said our presence in the Gulf of Mexico is the safeguard for the 
prosperity of our maritime commerce, which will be lost if we with- 
draw. The Government desires to evacuate Mexico as soon as 
possible, but not until universal suffrage shall have spoken. The 
establishment of a monarchy in Mexico is possible, and the result 
will be the prosperity of the country. The amendment was rejected 
by 201 to 47, and the paragraph was adopted. 

The subscriptions to the loan puty exceed the amount required. 

Vice-Admiral Rigault de Genouilly has been promoted to the rank 
of Admiral, and Rear-Admirals Penaud, Chopart, and Larrieu have 
have been appointed Vice-Admirals, 

On the Ist of October last year the French army, exclusive of the 
reserve, consisted of 436,986 men, distributed as follows :—In France, 
325,216; in Algeria, 59,651; in Italy, 15,560; in China and Cochin- 
China, 1878; and in Mexico, 34,531, The reserve on that date 
amounted to 217,261. 

The funeral of Admiral Hamelin took place on Thursday week 
with great pomp. It is announced as certain that General Count de 
Flahault, recently French Ambassador in London, will succeed the 
Admiral as Grand Chancellor of the Legion of Honour. 

Another handsome square, to be called the Square of the King of 
Rome, is about to be opened in Paris. It will be situate on 
highest point of the Trocadoro, opposite the Bridge of Jena. From 
this vast amphitheatre the populatiou of Paris can command a fall 
view of all that passes in the Champ de Mars. An approach from it 
to the quays will be facilitated by means of an inclined esplanade, 
with a gradual descent. A new boulevard, to be called the Boulevard 
Marcel, is likewise to be opened. It will be a great military road, 
which will place the Hitel des Invalides in communication with the 
Chateau de Vincennes, 

The Moniteur publishes documents stating the eagerness of the 
Mexican people to welcome the French occupation troops and 
announcing that the greater part of Mexico will shortly have declared 
for the Empire. 

DENMARK AND GERMANY. 

The hopes which were at one time entertained of a peaceful 
arrangement between Denmark and the two great Powers of Germany 
seem to be dissipated. As far as can be gathered from the numerous 
and contradictory telegrams relating to the dispute bet 
and Germany, the present position of the question appears to be as 
follows :—In reply to the demand made by Austria and Prussia that 
Denmark should withdraw the Constitution of November, the Danish 
Government did not refuse it, but requested time to enable it to 
assemble the Rigsraad, whose consent was necessary before giving a 
definitive reply to the demands of the two Powers.

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votes. On Monday the Chamber of Deputies referred to a 
Committee the vote of the Upper House adopting the Budget as- 
proposed by the Government. The committee reported that the vote 
of the Upper House should be declared null and void, and the 
Chamber adopted the report. Thereupon a Royal message was read 
by Count Eulenburg, the Minister present, ‘announcing that the 
Chamber would be closed immediately by the President of the Council. 
Subsequently, the threat was carried out in due course, and the 
Government is left to an action formally as well as virtually 
unembarrassed by any pleadings in the name of the people of Prussia. 

From Berlin we have a summary of a despatch addressed by Herr 
von Bismarck to the minor German States, which is of very great 
importance, as it indicates the kind of settlement to which the 
Prussian, and we may add the Austrian, Government would consent. 
After declaring that the Prussian Government does not offer any 


, Opposition to the Diet, but has only in view its position with regard 


to the other Powers which signed the protocol of London, it says a 
possible solution of the Schleswig-Holstein question would be a mere 
personal union between Denmark and the duchies, as is the case 
between Sweden and Norway. 


AUSTRIA. 

The Lower House of the Reichsrath seems disposed to follow the 
example set in Berlin. The proposition of a section of the Finance 
Committee to grant five millions to cover the Austrian proportion of 
the expenses of federal execution, instead of ten, as asked by the 
Government, was passed by a large majority. The Reichsrath were 
to meet on Friday to discuss the demand of the Government for a 
credit of ten million florins. 

The resolution proposed by several influential members against: 
the policy of the Government in the Schleswig-Holstein matter, and 
declining responsibility for the consequences, was agreed to, in spite 
of the energetic opposition of almost all the Ministers, by 18 to 17 votes. 

Count Rechberg gave the Lower House of the Reichsrath further 
explanations on the question of Schleswig. He expressed a hope that 
a peaceful solution of the question was possible. One solution, he 
said, was by the union of the duchies with Denmark only by the 
personal tie of the same ruler, both having the same dynasty. The 
credit demanded by the Government was again strongly opposed, and 
the debate adjourned, 

The Danish Ambassador, on Monday, presented his letters of recall 
to Count Rechberg. The Secretary of the Legation will provisionally 
undertake the affairs of the Embassy. 


SWEDEN AND NORWAY. 

A Royal proclamation has been issued convening an extraordinary 
Session of the Norwegian Storthing for March 14. 

The Swedish Riksdag will not require to be sum moned for a similar 
purpose, as the Swedish Cabinet already possess the requisite autho- 
rity and funds, 

A great impulse to the movement in favour of the Danish cause 
throughout Sweden and Norway has been given by the threatened 
occupation of Schleswig. The Swedes and Norwegians are voting 
addresses, collecting subscriptions, and enlisting volunteers with en- 
thusiasm for the cause which they believe to involve the common 
interests of Scandinavia, 

RUSSIA, 

The official journal publishes an Imperial ukase for the organisation 
of the provincial and district representations of Russia, with the 
exception of the Western and Baltic provinces, Archangel, Astracan, 
and Bessarabia. 


THE INSURRECTION IN POLAND. 

Several telegrams have been received from Cracow, Lemberg, 
Breslau, and other places, which describe a considerable revival of 
the insurgent movement in Poland. Two or three serious engage- 
ments with the Russians are described. 

According to advices received at Berlin from Poland, a fresh 
convoy of five hundred persons sentenced to transportation to Siberia 
left Warsaw on the 20th ult.; and, subsequently, another convoy of 

litical prisoners, consisting of six hundred persons, has been sent off, 
Numerous arrests have recently taken place in Warsaw. 


AMERICA, 
WAR INTELLIGENCE 

There is nothing important in the latest news from New York, 
Generals Lee, Johnston, and Longstreet were assiduously engaged in 
recruiting and reorganising the Confederate armies under their 
respective commands ; and General Longstreet was said to occupy a 
position within twenty miles of Knoxville. General Meade, in a 
speech which he had made in Philadelphia, had declared that active 
operations would be recommenced in Virginia as soon as the weather 
and the season permitted, 

The Times’ correspondent adds to the above intelligence that General 
Stuart, with 5000 Confederate cavalry, had again passed round General 
Meade on the night of the 14th The object of this movement 
is believed to be to sever zer the Alexandria and Orange or the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railway “he Federal authorities are said to b 
fully prepared to prevent material damage to either. 

General Lee, under date of the 8th, announces the capture, in Hardy 
County, Virginia, of 300 Federals, 125 mules, and 12% cattle. 

Telegrams from Fortress Monroe of the 13th reported the Federal 
gun-boat Iron Age aground, and under the fire of Confederate bat- 
teries, at the entrance of Wilmington Harbour, on the Ilth. He 
destruction on that day, by being blown up, is sub itly announced 
by Confederate despatches to General Cooper. Twenty-four of her 
crew were captured. 

Two blocks of buildings and several large warehouses are reported 
to have been destroyed in Charleston on the 20th by Gillmore’s shells. 
The city was almost deserted by the military. ‘ The correspondent of 
the New York Tribune states that three new Confederate iron-clad 
vessels are visible in Charleston Harbour in a forward state of con- 
struction. It is expected that these and other Confederate ironclads 
will shortly make a sortie against the Federal squadron. 

The Confederate General Magruder was reported to be concentrating 
a corps of 20,000 men in Central Texas, with the purpose of attacking 
and overwhelming the Federal troops lately landed on the bank of the 
Rio Grande and the neighbouring coast. 


MISCELLANEOUS, 

The New York Times has come out

Sixty men, 
arrested for various military offences, were found confined in a room 
fifteen by twenty feet square. Many had been there for months, with 
no accommodation for sitting or lying down. The report states that 
they were covered with filth and treated worse than wild beasts, and 
that the existence of such a place was an outrage on humanity, 
bringing disgrace to a nation. ’ 

The Maryland Legislature have voted in favour of calling a 
convention to carry out emancipation. 

The Judge of the Admiralty Court at Halifax had expressed an 
opinion that the capture of the Chesapeake was a piratical seizure, 
but had not delivered any judgment, nor ordered the restoration of the 
vessel to her owners. 

The pirate passengers who lately captured the schooner Gerety, 
from Matamoras, for Havannah, took her into Honduras, and, after 
selling a portion of her cargo, escaped. 

The American corvette St. Louis sailed from Lisbon on Monday to 
intercept an English barque with guns and stores for the Confederate 
cruiser Rappahannock, 


CAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 

The trial of Bishop Colenso by the Metropolitan Bishop of Cape 
Town and his suffragan assessors terminated on the 16th ult. All the 
nine charges of heresy preferred against Dr. Colenso were unanimously 
declared to be proved; and Bishop Gray, as Metropolitan, formally 
sentenced him to be deprived ot his see of Natal. If the “ heretical 
extracts” cited in the informations are fully, unconditionally, and 
absolutely retracted in writing by Dr. Colenso before the 4th of 
March in London, or the 16th of April in Cape Town, the sentence of 
deprivation is to become null. Dr. Bleek, who appeared on behalf 
of the episcopal defendant, protested against the proceedings and 
the validity of the sentence, and gave notice of an appeal.

MESSRS, BRIGHT AND SCHOLEFIELD AT BIRMINGHAM. 


The two members for Birmingham met their constituents on Tuesday. A 
resolution was passed unanimously by the meeting declaring that Parliament 
had failed in its duty in not having passed a Reform bill. 

Mr. Scholefield declared his belief that the present Parliament would never 
take up the question. Speaking of the American war, he said he never had 
changed his opinion, however unpopular that opinion might be; nor 
should he do so, though threatened with the loss of his seat if he did not. He 
urged tha* the present war was not a war for the emancipation of the slaves, 
and if it were, it was not the less, on that account, an immoral and unjustifiable 
war :—The preervation of the Union was the great idea which pervaded the 
minds of the Northerners, from the President downwards. The proclamation 
emancipating the slaves was issued by the Presideut so ely as a war measure 
te crush the rebellion and restore the Union. He believed that it was impossible 
to restore the Union by war (Cheers and uproar), If this was a war for the 
emancipation of the slave, then he said most empha‘ically that it was an 
immoral war. If it was morally right in America to put down slavery in that 
country, it was equally morally right for this country to make war upon Spain 
to put down slavery in Caba, upon Russia to put down serfdom, or upon the 
King of Dahomey to put down infanticide (Cheers, hisses, and great uproar). 

Mr. Bright, who was received with enthusiastic cheers, spoke first on the 
Dano-German question, and said :—* If there be & possible Government in our 
day that will plunge this country into war under the pretence of maintaining 
the balance of power in Europe, and sustaining any kingdom there, be .t little 
or great, that Government not only is not worthy the confidence of the people 
of England, but deserving of our execration and abhorrence” (Loud cheers). 

Replying to some of the sentiments expressed by Mr. Scholefield, Mr. Bright 
said,—** That he must be blind who did not perceive that, through the instru- 
mentality of this strife, that most odious and most indescribable offence 
against man and against Heaven—the slavery and bondage of four millions 
of our fellow-creatures—was coming to a certain and a rapid end” (Cheers). 

The hon. gentleman entered at great length into the Cobden and Delane 
controversy, spoke of the 7imes as a great power in this country, and lamented 
that #0 much power should be asrociated with what he would call a godless 
intelleet and a practical atheism, and that a paper that was once great in its 
indpendence had become now—what should he ray ?—domestieated ; for the 
editor of the Times was now domesticated in the houses of Cabinet Ministers 
and members of high families in London. 

Mr. Bright dwelt at great length upon the condition of our agricultural 
poor, and quoted some strong extracts from the Saturday Review in support of 
his views ; alluded to the enormous properties and political power of the great 
landown: ra, and to the advantages held out to our labouring population by 
emigration to the United States. He thought it would be good policy for the 
rich and the great to try to make this country a more desirable one for the 
poor to live in (Cheers). “ If they disregard this great question, we who are 
of the middle class, or not absolutely powerless clases, shall have to decide 
between the claims of territorial magnates and the just rights of millions of 
our countrymen’ (Cheers). Mr. Bright thus concluded :—* I think travellers 
tell us that there is a tribe in Africa so entirely given up te superstition that 
they fill their huts and hovels with so many idols that they do not leave room 
for their families, It may be so in this country—that we build up a syetem 
which is detrimental to our political freedom and is destructive of the best 
interests of the great mass of our producing and working classes (Cheers), 
Now, am I the enemy of any class if I come forward to state facts like 
these and to explain principles such as these? Shall we go groping con- 
tinually in the dark and making no effort to strengthen our position? Don’t 
suppose because I stand here I love to find fault with the laws of my country 
rather than (o please them—that I am leas English and less patriotic, or that I 
have lews «ympathy with my country and my countrymen, than other men 
have (C ars). I want our country to be populous, to be powerful, and to be 
happy ; but this end can only be attained, and never has been attained in any 
country, but by just laws justly administered. I plead only for what I believe 
to be just. I wish to do wrong to no man. For twenty-five years I have stood 
before andiences, great meetings of my countrymen, pleading only for justice 
(Loud cheers). During that time, as you know, I have endured measureles: 
insults and have passed through hurricanes of abuses. I need not tell you that 
my clients have not generally been the rich and the great, but rather the poor 
and the lowly ; they cannot give me place, and dignities, and wealth, but their 
honourable service yields me that which is of far higher and more lasting 
valne—the conscientiousness that I have been expounding and upholding laws 
which, though they were not given amid the thunders of Sinai, are not less 
the commandments of God, and not leas intended to promote and secure the 
happiness of men” (Great cheering). 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Scholefield and Mr. Bright was subsequently carried.

TWO THOUSAND LADIES BURNED TO DEATH.

The mail steam-ship Atrato, which arrived here this morning, | 


brings intelligence of a most terrible calamity at Santiago, the capital 
of Chili. 

Since 1857, the year of the promulgation at Rome of the doctrine 
of the Immaculate Conception, the church of La Campania, in 
Santiago, has been the shrine of the devotion of a large number of 
ladies of that city during the time of the celebration, lasting from 
the 8th of November to the 8th of December. On the evening of the 
latter day over three thousand ladies and several hundred men had 
crowded into the church. The ladies were mostly young, and 
belonged to the higher classes of the capital. Twenty thousand 
lights in long festoons filled the church, which was also hung with 
drapery of every description. The service had hardly commenced 
when the crescent of lights, at the foot of the image of the Virgin 
over the altar, communicated fire to the drapery. The fire spread 
apidly to all parts of the building, and a terrible scene of horror 
ensued, 

The congregation endeavoured to escape by the door, which was 
blocked up by the multitude outside. Most of the men escaped, but 
the ladies fell in all directions; their arms were wrenched from their 
bodies, and the passage became a crushed heap of mangled bodies. 
From the roof a rain of liquid fire poured on the people below, and in 
fifteen minutes upwards of 2000 ladies (mostly of the richest families 
in Santiago) were corpses. 

Upwards of two hundred cartloads of burned corpses were removed 
from the ruins,

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MARBLE BUST OF THE LATE LORD 
SEATON 


Tue English, though behind no Continental or 
Transatlantic people in pride of nationality, are 
not so remarkable as some of their neighbours 
for hero-worship. The sentiment is, however, 
gaining pone among us, and is especially observ- 
able in the unprecedented demand for monumental 
commemoration. It could not, we think, take a 
more healthy direction. Sculptured or painted 
personal memorials of our great dead are the most 
natural expression of our admiration, the most 
direct means of preserving greatness and worth in 
our remembrance, and one of the most legitimate 
modes of employing and developing art, notwith- 
standing some discouraging failures. Still, however, 
the popular desire to raise commemorative effigies 
of various kinds often seems to spring from not very 
lofty or unselfish motives. The fame to be memo- 
rialised must generally be recent, or in some way 
bound up with clique or party. Were it otherwise, 
should we not, for example, have heard an immediate 
requisition for a public monument to the late Lord 
Seaton? But the chief services of this gallant 
veteran were rendered to the country nearly fifty 
years ago, and he survived the vast majority of men 
old enough to share or to take a more immediate 
interest in his achievements. However, there is 
& project on foot, though somewhat tardily 
conceived, to erect a monument to Lord Seaton, 
and the subscriptions are headed by the Prince of 
Wales and the Duke of Cambridge. Meanwhile 
we are glad of the opportunity of engraving a 
bust of this distinguished officer, though it is 
destined for no more public place than the great 
hall of the United Service Clubhouse. The bust, 
which is executed in the finest Carrara marble, has 
been presented to the club by the second son of 
the deceased, Colonel the Hon. Francis Colborne, 
C.B. An inscription to this effect is on the red- 
variegated Belgian marble pedestal on which the 
bust stands. 

Persons who may have never seen Lord Seaton 
will, by a glance at our Engraving, perceive that a 
much finer subject for modelling is seldom afforded 
the sculptor. The contours of the head are regular, 
the facial angle remarkably small, the features well 
proportioned, yet strikingly characteristic and 
manly. In simple justice to Mr. G. G. Adams, the 
sculptor, we must say that we think this the best bust 
we have seen from his hand, and the more credit- 
able to him as a posthumous work. It has evi- 
dently been carved, down to the minutest detail, with 
more than ordinary care. 

This is not the place to enumerate the im- 
portant services of the late Lord Seaton, especially 
as they were chronicled in our pages (see our Number 
for May 2, 1863) soon after his death. The reader, 
however, will remember that, under the family 
name of Colborne, and commencing as a simple 
Ensign, the deceased Field Marshal served in North 
Holland, in Egypt, on the Neapolitan frontier, in 
Sicily and Calabria, and through great part of the

GANGES PILGRIMS PASSING A GHADT, 


THE road between Allahabad and Benares is literally 
crowded with pilgrims to the sacred river, a striking 
contrast to the quiet of the road between the latter 
place and Calcutta, They are coming from, or 
going to, every part of India—Thibet, and even 
Birmah. Here and there the crowds are so dense 
that it is with difficulty that you make your way 
through them. Our Illustration shows a party of 
holy-water venders passing a ghaut, or the steep, 
rugged incline leading to a ford of one of the 
numerous nullahs, or mountain streams, which 
intersect their road to the outlying districts, where 
they will dispose of the so-called sacred water to 
those Hindoos who are too poor to make the pil- 
grimage themselves, or are prevented by other 
causes from undertaking it. he water is used in 
offerings and other religious ceremonies, and is sup- 
0sed to possess miraculous curative properties, It 
is taken from the confluence of the Jenna and 
the Ganges, the most sacred spot, where the small 
bottles are filled and sealed by the officiating 
Brahmin, and then deposited in neat partitions in 
the baskets. These pilgrims are regarded with 
superstitious veneration. They have made a 
journey of perhaps a thousand miles on foot by 
easy stages. As they pass a village or town, or a 
party of travellers, the air is filled with their shouts 
of “Bhom-bahadoor!” a watchword immediately 
responded to, and signifying “ the brave God.” 


RESTORATION AND REOPENING OF 
ST. MARY TOWER CHURCH, IPSWICH. 


St. Mary Tower Cuurcu, Ipswich, was reopened, 
with choral service, on the 14th inst., after restora- 
tion. Two or three years since, when the Rev. J. R. 
Turnock, the present Incumbent, was elected to the 
living, Mr. G. C. Bacon (now Mayor of the town) 
built, at an outlay of considerably more than £1000, 
a@ new parsonage-house for the parish. He then 
proceeded to restore the church, About £700 was 
subscribed by other parishioners; but the bulk of 
the cost has fallen upon Mr. Bacon, the general

The chancel was restored some years ago, and the 
rest of the restorations are in accordance with that 
commencement.

oak, closely wrought, with circular ribs and elaborately moulded 
purlins, beams, and rafters ; and the ribs are filled with tracery. The 
oak cornice is carved with Scriptural inscriptions, on one side the 
texts being types from the Old Testament, and on the opposite side 
antitypes, or corresponding texts from the New Testament. The ribs 
rest upon stone blocks, which will, as the work proceeds, be trans- 
formed into beautifully carved corbels. The window at the west end 
of this aisle is to be filled with a design in tinted glass, by Mr. Henry 
Day, in the course of the restorations. An important and con- 
spicuous feature in the north aisle is a memorial window, in accord- 
ance with the style of the windows with which it ranges. The 
inscription at the foot of the lights is as follows :—* In memory of 
Herbert Wilkinson Cobbold, born Aug. 8 ; baptised Aug. 30, 1885 ; died 
May 9, 1852, on board the H. E, I. C.’s steamer Zenobia, in the Gulf of 
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Martaban, East Indies.” This inscription refers to a son of Mr. J. C. 
Cobbold, M.P., and the window is inserted to his memory by the 
brothers and sisters of the deceased. The design is the baptism of 
our Saviour on one side, and His walking on the sea on the other side, 
the central piece being the Resurrection. This window was by Mr. 
Wailes, of Newcastle. A lofty new chancel-arch has been raised, and 
a new high-pitched roof has been built on the clerestory walls. It is 
an open timber roof, all of oak, panelled, and finely moulded, with 
spandrils and tracery and unfinished stone corbels, as in the aisle, with a 
stone string under the windows. The clerestory windows are delicately 
tinted. The large west window of the nave is of five lights, which will be 
ultimately filled with coloured glass. At present the benching of the 
church is only temporary. The floor where the seats stand is 
boarded, but the remainder has not yet been laid with the encaustic 
tiles designed for it, The south wall remains to be transformed into 
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| a counterpart of the north wall, and it is intended to remove the south 
| porch, and to do great works to the tower, leaving the south aisle 


corresponding with the north. A handsome altar-cloth of crimson 
velvet, trimmed with gold lace and fringe, has been supplied to the 
communion-table ; the central design is the Agnus Dei, supported with 
sacred monograms and other adornments, The super-altar is painted 
with quartrefoils, sacred monograms, and crosses; and upon it are 
placed two splendid candlesticks with candles, upon which are fixed 
the Alpha and Omega. 

The outside of the church is at present a motley mixture of the 
exquisite fresh work of the restoration and the dim, dilapidated rubble 
of the old structure. The roof of the nave, however, is finished, or 
nearly so; and the fabric of the north aisle and that of the west end 
of the nave are completed, although a great amount of decorative 
work remains to be executed, Mr. R. M. Phipson was the architect.

A cuRiovs trial which has recently taken place deserves 
mention in a journal of which Art is a very prominent feature, 
The revelations made upon the occasion in question, though 
they have little novelty for those who are acquainted with 
London life, will probably interest many who have the hap- 
piness of living in a purer atmosphere, and yet may be 
occasionally the dupes of practices like those which were 
exposed in court, We dare say that a good many persons who 
have been in the habit of buying pictures upon the strength of 
faith in auctioneers, and have complacently transferred names 
given in catalogues from such lists to the gold frames of dining- 
room ornaments, have had certain uneasy feelings since the 
case to which we refer came under the notice of a jury. 

A young provincial attorney wished to buy some pictures, 
and if he had not stated that he did not want them for himself, 
it would have been no business of ours to speculate upon the 
object of the purchase, Only, as one usually goes to a lawyer 
for advice on much more prosaic matters than fine art, and as 
he is generally thought to know more about the chiaroscuro of 
Chancery than of painting, one naturally wonders why a 
professional gentleman should have been employed on such 
a mission. We should like to see his “attendance-book,” 
as it might be amusing to read the entries respecting this 
business, Attending you and consulting generally as to 
the state of art in England, when you informed me that 
you had no admiration for the historical style, but pre- 
ferred domestic subjects, and making several extracts from 
(and fair copies of) passages from the works of Mrs. Jameson, 
Dr. Wornum, and others, and taking your instructions to 
attend an auction, and generally . . 13s, 4d.” Or it may be 
possible that the client in question is one of those gentlemen 
who are good enough to advance money to other gentlemen ; 
but, being of a considerate and philanthropic nature, and know- 
ing how apt people are to spend borrowed money hastily, may 
endeavour to interpose between such persons and extravagance 
the slight obstacle of a picture, which represents not only a 
pleasing scene, the contemplation of which may elevate the 
mind, but which represents also a portion ofthe loan, But we 
have not a great deal to do with this part of the business, and 
we should have had nothing to say to it but for the statement 
of the solicitor himself, 

He comes to London, attends an auction, and becomes the 
delighted possessor, on behalf of his client, of some pictures, 
for which he pays between one and two hundred pounds. Some 
of them bear very good names indeed, and the buyer may have 
wondered that the National Gallery allowed him to make such 
capital bargains, He bears them away in triumph, and doubt- 
less the next entry in the attendance-book had something of a 
jubilant character. But on consideration, when the first flutter 
of pleasure had subsided, grave suspicions seem to have arisen, 
and the works of art were submitted to examinations which had 
an unpleasant result. Conviction forced itself upon the mind 
of the purchaser that, however meritorious the works might be 
(and probably human nature was strong enough to forbid his 
thinking that what had pleased his own eye could be bad), they 
were not from the hands of the artists whose great names they 
bore. Finally—and, we think, very rightly—he brought an 
action against the vender, and declared that deception had been 
practised, 

Into the more sordid details of the trial we have no intention 
to go. Everybody knows that very queer people get a living in 
London in very queer ways, and a long chapter might be written 
upon the secret history of art-manufacture in London and in 
Paris. While we write we have no doubt that many an estimable 
and wealthy gentleman looks impatiently at a blank on his 
dining-room walls, and wishes that the picture-dealer who has 
undertaken to procure from the Borgia palace or the Orsini 
Collection the Rembrandt that will exactly fill the vacant 
space would make haste, and that the estimable dealer in 
question has been round to the artist near Soho, who is paint- 
ing the picture, and has urged him- to begin to walk 
upon it and crack it’ properly as ‘soon as possible, One 
hears that many very industrious young ladies get a 
living by forging eggs—that is to say, by painting easily 
obtained eggs into the likeness of rare ones—for the cabinets 
of collectors. And how autographs are written, stained, 
dirtied, slightly torn, carefully mounted, and well sold, 
is known to many persons who profited and lost by such little 
transactions. People will live, and it is of no use telling them 
that you do not see the necessity of their so doing while they 
have the means of improving the shining hour. There is no 
imputation of this kind in reference to the purchases by our 
young legal friend ; but some curious evidence came out, which 
was gratifying inasmuch as it showed how the love of high

art has penetrated to the humbler classes. It was shown that 
auction-rooms, when sales are going on, are attended by great 
numbers of poor men, who have been so softened and refined 
by frequent gazing upon beautiful picturesthat they will forego 
the coarser toil for which they seem suited and will sit hour 
after hour at a sale, and even let their enthusiasm for 
fine art carry them to the point of making bids against 
bidders of more prosperous condition, It is also pleasant 
to know that auctioneers—usually hard, shrewd men of the 
world, whose only affection for poetry rests in the fact that 
poetry is fiction—are also so softened, in their degree, by this 
touching proof of sentiment in humble life as to regale these 
inferior devotees of art with the liquid most acceptable to them, 
and to send them home not quite empty-handed—though half 
a crown is not much, regarded from a worldly point of view— 
to talk of Rubens and Reynolds to wife and children, It 
seems that the interests of art do not suffer by this tender 
generosity; for wealthy purchasers, in emulation of the 
enthusiasm of the humble worshippers, are induced to give far 
larger sums than the works might seem to be worth, or, indeed, 
are subsequently found to be worth, But the moral is the same. 

But there is another curious phase of art-life, Our indig- 
nant legal virtuoso was met by a prompt denial that he had 
been deceived in regard to the names of artists, It was 
affirmed, and we may say proved, that a Morland was by a 
Morland, and another work by an artist of the great name it 
bore, The slight drawback was that the painters happened 
not to be the painters, but comparatively unknown ornaments of 
our own time. It was not the fault of these gentle- 
men that ghey happened to bear the same names (or 
nearly) as the painters of other days, This part of 
the defence was as complete as it was ingenious, and 
we lament that a prosaic box of British jurymen was 
unable to appreciate the delicate finesse of the business, Not 
that the day went entirely in favour of the lawyer, It was 
shown that some of the pictures he had bought were good ones, 
or, at all events, that they fetched good prices ; but a very large 
portion of the sum he had paid was ordered to be returned to 
him, It is a pity that juries are so cold-hearted 
aginative, Bat what can be done? The Judge by no means 
summed up dead against the vender : on the contrary, although 
the Judge is one of whom we are all proud, it did seem as if 
the ingenuity of the defence somewhat commended itself to the 
legal mind, But the obstinate jury would not and 
the attorney won the day. 

Two considerations force themselves on the mind, One, of 
course, is that parents who desire to see their sons prosper 
had better get a list of all the good painters who have live 1, 
and see whether they themselves bear the name of any of 
these great persons, If so, the next thing is to take care and 
baptise their sons correctly by the Christian names of the 
painter who may be selected as the tutelary genius of the 
family, and by no means to call a little Master Reynolds 
Peter, or a young Lely Joshua, This preliminary 
matter arranged, the next thing is to give the fortunate 
youth an artistic education, There need be no nervous- 
ness about his not becoming a good painter—that is 
not the question, He will be able to paint a Joshua Reynolds 
or a Peter Lely, and, moreover, with a perfectly good conscience, 
to swear that itis one, His modest fortune appears to us to 
be secure, The other consideration is of so vulgar and practical 
a nature that we hardly like to bring it forward, but will do 
so in the fewest words, It is that people who know nothing 
about pictures had better know something about the people 
from whom they buy those articles of furniture,

THE PAPERMAKERS AND THE FreNcH TREATY.—On 
Thursday a numerous deputation of the papermekere of the United Kingdom 
waited upon Mr. Milner Gibson, at the Board of Trade, to place before him the 
resent condition of the trade, and to correct some false inferences which he 
Rad, in a recent epeech delivered by him at Ashton-under-Lyne, drawn from 
the statistical returns of the department over which he presides, The right 
hon. gentleman was addressed by Mr. Evans, Mr. Ingham, Mr. Potter, Mr. 
Routledge, and other gentlemen, who complained that the trade was in a 
really ruinous condition, owing to the blunder made in negotiating 
the French treaty, which ought to have stipulated for the rmmoval 
of the export duty on rags when it allowed French-made paper 
to enter this country duty free. The foreigner was thus enabled to 
compete with the British manufacturer even in the British market, and the 
amount of the French export duty, inasmuch as it enhanced the purchare cost 
of French rags to the British manufacturer, was to that extent equivalent to a 
bounty paid out of his pocket into that of his French competitor. The increase 
in the exports of British paper and in the importation of foreign rags was 
really beside the question, which was not in any way one of quantity. The 
exports of British paper were larger in 1859 than they had last year been; but 
the increare of last year was chiefly in the export of writing papers, which 
commanded the market on account of their superiority of finish rather than by 
reason of the comparative cheapness, The American rupture, too, had 
cansed an increased exportation to the Confederate States, and, so far, the 
increase in the exportation wes exceptional; and, as regarded the increased 
consumption of foreign rags by British papermakers, it al-o depended on 
an exceptional cause namely, the break down in the cotton trade, which 
deprived them of the cotton waste. On the whole, they would have either to 
shat up their mills or else put an overstrain upon their productive capacity. 
Mr. Milner Gibson, in his reply, called attention to the great increase in the 
number of licenses which were last year taken out as @ proof that those who 
were erecting these new mills did not take a very gloomy prospect of the trade. 
The Foreign Office was nevertheless actively engaged in endeavouring to 
get the French and other Governments to adopt a free-trade policy in its 
plenitade, and it had just succeeded in inducing the Italian Government to 
take off the duty on rags exported to this country. The deputation having 
expressed some surprise at this announcement, which they were glad to hear, 
thanked the right hon. gentleman for his courtesy, and withdrew. 








METROPOLITAN NEWS. 


The Duke of Portland has contributed £200, and Sir 8. Scott 
and Co. £105, in aid of the funds of the Marylebone Literary and Scientific 
Institution. 


The Board of Works have, by twenty-seven to four votes, 
raised the salary of their chairman, Mr. Thwaites, from £1500 to £2000 a 
year, the maximum it has the power to grant. 


A servant girl, aged nineteen, lately in service in Hyde Park- 
gardens, has died, after a four months’ illness, occasioned by a fright, a nursery 
governess having thoughtlessly dressed herself up as a ghost and sprung out 
upon her on the stairs. 


The annual meeting of the Metropolitan Typographical 
Widow and Orphan Fund was held on Saturday evening, at Anderton's Hotel, 
The report congratulated the members on the steadily increasing prosperity of 
the society and the large amount of good it had effected in the trade, 


The opposition to the Oxford-street Railway gathers strength. 
A memorial was yesterday week presented to the Marylebone vestry, asking 
that body to co-operate with the inhabitants of Oxford-street in opposition to 
the scheme. The request was unanimously complied with. 


The Midland Railway Company have made an offer to 
purchase the whole of the land and buildings, covering upwards of eight acres, 
occupied by St. Pancras Workhouse and infirmary, and to appropriate an 
eligible site of which they have recently become possersed, but which they will 
not require for the purposes of their railway at Kentish-town, for the purpose 
of building thereon a new workhouse for the parish. 


A shocking affair took place at the Agricultural Hall on 
Thursday. There are at that place several lions which are put through 
a series of performances by Mr. Crockett. Within the last two or three days 
John Reeves has been engaged as their keeper and feeder. On Thursday 
morning he was occupied in putting straw into their cage when one of the 
beasts sprang upon him and caught hold of his hand. Another seized his arm 
and began tearing it. His cries brought help, and the brutes were beaten off, 
but not before they had stripped the fiesh from the poor fellow’s arm. 


In the report read by Dr, Letheby at the meeting of the City 
Commissioners of Sewers, on Tuesday, he stated that during the past year the 
officers had condemned 210,505 lb., or nearly 100 tons of meac, as unfit for human 
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food, It consisted of 870 sheep and lambs, 90 calves, 303 pigs, 1178 quarters of | 


beef, 2988 joints of meat, besides 22 quarters and haunches of venison, and 2743 
head of game and poultry. About half of the whole amount was diseased, a 
tenth of it was from animals that had died from accident or disease, and the rest 
was putrid, Besides this, there had been condemned by the officers at Billings- 
gate Market 1,312,651 fish, 2412 galions of shrimps, 265 bushels of shelifish, 
230 lb. of eels, and many barrels and of anchovies and cods’ sounds—all 
which were at once destroyed. 


The Metropolitan Board of Works, on the recommendation 
of the Building Act and General Purposes Committee, have resolved to alter 
the names of many important thoroughfares in the metropolis, by abolishing 
the subsidiary names and giving one name to the whole line of thorough- 
fare, and re-numbering the houses, among which were the following :— 
Holloway-road, from the Cock to the Great Northern railway-bridge; 
George’s-road, Holloway; Canonbury Park North and Canonbury Park 
South, Islington ; New Kent-road; Lucknow-road, Paddington; Page-street, 
Westminster ; Willes-road, Kentish-town; Sidney-street, Mile-end Olid Town; 
Pelham-place, Brompton; Marquess-road, Islington; Ruseell-street, Mile- 
end Old Town; Barnsbury-road, Islington; Maltby-street, Bermondsey ; 
Halton-road, Islington ; Philpot-street, Mile-end Old Town; Almorab-road, 
Islington. The applications from the vestry of Camberwell as to re-naming 
High-street, and from the vestry of St. Marylebone for the restoration of the 
names of terraces, &c., in Marylebone-road, were refused. 


Three of the metropolitan members have addressed their con- 
stituents On Monday evening Lord Fermoy and Mr. Harvey Lewis met a 
large number of the Marylebone electors in St. Pancras Vestry-hall. Each 
avowed his belief that no reform measure was likely to be carried uhtil the 
people spoke out more boldly, each advccated neutrality in the American war, 
and each declared that he would oppose any measure for the abolition of the 
law of primogeniture, A resolution was unanimously passed expressing the 
satisfaction of the meeting with the Parliamentary conduct of the two 
representatives. On Wednesday the members for Marylebone addressed a 
meeting of their constituents in the theatre of the Literary Institution, 
Edward-etreet, Portman-square. The hon. members repeated their political 
opinions as expressed at the meeting held at the Vestry Hall, Pancras-road, on 
Monday evening, and they again received votes of confidence.——Mr. Doulton 
met the electors and non-electors of Lambeth at the Horns, Kennington, on 
Monday. He reviewed the last Session, and approved of the neutrality 
observed by the Government with regard to America. He announced his 
readiness to support any measure for the abolition of capital punishment. 
A vote of confidence in him was passed. 


The ordinary meetine of the members of the Royal 
Geographical Society was held at Burlington House, Piccadilly, on Monday 
night, under the presidency of Sir Roderick Murchison, and was most nume- 
rously attended. A highly interesting communication was read from Dr. 
Hector, the gevlogist and geographer, giving minute statistical details of the 
results of his exploration of the west side of New Zealand, and the paper wos 
listened to with marked attention. Its interest was enhanced by the fact of a 
volunteer wivness to its accuracy in the person of a gentleman named Harper, 
who gave to the meeting the r: sults of his experience in an exploration he had 
himself made in the same districts so long ago as 1857. After describing the 
extent of the Alpine forests, so densely filled with the forest birch and other 
timber, it was asked of Mr. Harper whether on the west coast there were any 
harbours by means of which versels could take in cargoes of the timber, which 
would be most valuable in Australia. Mr. Harper replied in the negative, and 
added that such harbours could be constructed as regarded communications 
between New Zealand and the Australian colonies. A communication from 
Dr. Hines, stating the results of his exploration of the southern parts of 
Labrador, brought the proceedings of the evening to a termination. 


Last week the births of 2076 children—1063 boys and 1013 
girls—were registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the 
years 1854-63 the average number (corrected) was 1973._—The mortality 
of London last week was considerably higher than is usual at this period of 
the year; but exhibits a reduction as compared with that of the previous 
week. The deaths registered in the last three weeks were 1798, 2427, and 2180, 


| In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 1854-63 the average number of 


deaths was 1389, which, with a correction for increase of population, becomes 
1529—therefore the deaths were more than the estimated amount by 651. The 
deaths referred to pulmonary diseases (exclusive of phthisis) were 744, the 
corrected average being 385. Bronchitis was more fatal than any other disease, 
and cansed 498 deaths; the average number is 225. The deaths ascribed to 
pneumonia are 148, whilst the average is111. Phthisis, or’consnmption, carried 
off 246 persone, the average being 172. 403 deaths occurred from zymotic 
diseates, including 88 from typhus, 73 from scarlatina, 77 from whooping- 
cough, 34 from measles, and 12 from smallpox. 183 persons died from affections 
of the brain and nervous system, and 100 from diseases of the heart, 771 
persons died under twenty years of age, 712 at twenty and under sixty years, 
and 690 at sixty years and upwards. The deaths of eighteen nonagenarians 
are recorded ; the oldest of whom was a widow, aged ninety-seven years, 


LAW AND Po.ice.—A singular case of sequestration of a 
parish was bronght before the Court of Qaeen’s Bench yesterday week. The 
Rev. Mr. Gregory, Vicar of Corley, in the diocese of Worcester, became an 
insolvent at the instance of a creditor and a bankrupt, at his own request, on 
the same day. The insolvency process was completed a few hours earlier 
than the bankruptcy process, and the case before the Court was whether the 
sequestration of the living ought to be in favour of the plantiff, who was 
assignee under the bankruptcy, or of the defendant, who had obtained it 
under the insolvency, The judgment of the Court was that as the insolvency 
was before the bankruptcy their decision must be for the defendant. 

A trial of some general interest was brought before Mr. Justice Shee and 
acommon jury, and concluded on Monday. An attorney from Chelmsford 
went into a picture anction-room, in St. Paul's-churchyard, and bought 
pictures to the value of £185 It afterwards turned out that most of these 
pictures were painted by young artists, bearing the same names as great 
masters, and the plaintiff entered an action for the recovery of his money, on 
the ground that there was collusion between the auctioneer and the brokers 
through whom the attorney made his purchases. The jury took that view of 
the question, and returned a verdict for the plaintiff for £58. 

A will case, presenting some singular features, was tried before Sir James 
Wilde on Wednesday. Mr. Fuller, a person of eccentric and miserly habits, 
bad disinherited his only ron, who had offended him by marrying a servant, 
and bequeathed the bulk of his property to the Consumption Hospital at 
Victoria Park. The son disputed the soundness of his father’s mind at the 
time of making the will, and some curious statements of the habits of the 
deceased were put in in evidence. Ultimately, at the suggestion of the learned 
Judge, a compromice was effected by which all costs were to be paid out of the 
estate, and the hospitel authorities gave up their claim. 

A bankropt named Engleheart incurred the revere censure of Mr. 
Commiesioner Holroyd on Thursday. The ban':rupt was an auctioneer, and 
he admitted that in several cases he had applied the money received for the 
goods he sold to his own use. For this conduct the Commissioner suspended 
his certificate for two years, and refused him protection till after he had spent 
six months in prison. 

Another application for discharge out of prison was made on Thursday by 
Colonel Waugh. The application this time was made to the Judges in the 
Bail Court, but Justices Crompton ‘and Shee were as stern as the Com- 
missioners in Bankruptcy had been before them. They were very sorry for 
the unpleasant position in which the Colonel was placed ; but, as he could put 
an end to his hardships by going throngh the court, they declined to make 
the order for his discharge.

which is about 800 yards from East Ham Church, and bordering the North 
Woolwich Marshes. Amongst the relics found are a large and massive stone 
sarcophagus, 6ft, 9in. long by 2 ft. lin. wide, covered with a heavy coped lid, 
and containing two skeletons of adults lying side by side; four leaden coffins 
containing ekeletons of adults; another leaden coffin, 4ft. 10in, long, con- 
taining two skeletons of young persons; several Roman urns containing 
burnt bones, and numerous other skeletons, which had, no doubt, been 
interred in wooden coffins. The sarcophagus and most of the coffins have becn 
removed to East Ham Church.

Mr. Crookes, the discoverer 
of thallium, has proved that the metal may often be found in the muriatic or 
hydrochloric acid of commerce. At the Friday evening meeting at the Royal 
Institution on the 22nd inst., Mr, Croékes exhibited an ingot of thallium 
weighing 24 1b., and a beautiful series of its salts. 


THE ENVELOPES OF THE SUN AND HIS SPoTs were the 
subject of a paper by Mr. Dawes, real at a recent meeting of the Royal Astro- 
nomical Society. The miottled surface of the sun can be seen with a low 
power. It has been variously described, and appeared to Mr. Dawes in many 
ways ; but he stated that he had not been able to verify the appearance of the 
“ willow leaves” described by Mr. Nasmyth. Mr. Dawes considers Sir John 
Herschel’s words, “the surface is like some flocculent chemical precipitate 
slowly settling down,” to be by far the best description of the solar disc, 
When Mr. Dawes used a very small perforation, with an eyepiece of high 
powers (400 to 600) he rarely saw much change in the pores, except in the 
vicinity of the spots, which were rapidly expanding or closing, when 
the appearance of the surface at the margin resembled small bits of straw or 


| thatching, interlacing in all directions. He says, that with regard to the spots 


in the black centres, distinction ought to be made between the umbra and the 
nucleus, The existence or absence of this black central portion may possibly 
determine the origin of the spots. An account of the interesting discussion 
which followed the reading of this paper will be found in the Astronomical 
Register for January. 


A NOVEL APPLICATION OF THE SLAKING OF QUICKLIME 
has been proposed by Dr. John Davy (brother of Sir Hamphry) in the pages 
of the Edinburgh New Philosophical Journal. It is well known that as soon 
as water is added to and absorbed by well burnt lime fresh from the kilo an 
immediate union takes place, the mass becoming broken up and falling into 
powder, with the production of much heat and steam. his does not take 
place when the lime has been exposed to the action of the air for two or 
three days; during which the lime gradually absorbs a little water. With 
respect to these phenomena Dr. Davy records the results of several experi- 
ments, which showed the explosive power of the lime when placed in holes or 
receivers and treated with water, or with solutions of common salt, carbonate 
of ammonia, &c. We have no space for the details which lead Dr. Davy to 
suggest the application of the explosive force of lime to the blasting of rocks 
and similar purposes, but give an account of two of his experiments) A 
boring was made in a block of sandstone about fifteen inches deep and two 
inches in diameter ; this was filled with small pieces of quicklime, ani the 
hole was closed by a plug of wood. No rending ensued, although the hydrate 
was formed, The clastic expansive force was not superior to the resistance, 
and the steam was condensed. A second experiment was made, eubstitating 
for the boring in a rock a strong earthenware jar, capable of holding aboat 
aquart. It was similarly charged, and tightly corked, the cork bound down 
firmly by a cord.

Some station-holders 
of 100,000 acres have had to ¢ contracts for killing them at sixpence 
per tail, and as many as 22,000 on a single run have been killed by 
adventurous parties without any diminution being discernible, Not 
only are they obnoxious by occupying the ground which the sheep- 
farmer needs for his flocks, but they assiduously follow the ewes when 
lambing, and devour the poor lambs as soon as they make their appearance. 
They do not exist on the western side of the Alps, and only on the lower 
grounds on the eastern side, where snow seldom falls, so that the explorer has 
not the advantage of profiting by their existence where food is scarcest. The 
boars are sometimes very large, covered by long, black bristles, and have 
enormous tusks, resembling closely the wild boar of the Ardennes, and they are 
equally savage and courageous. Another interesting fact is the appearance 
of the Norwegian rat. It has thoroughly extirpated the native rat, and is to 
be found everywhere, even in the very heart of the Alps, growing to a very large 
size. The European mouse follows it clozely, and, what is more surprising, 
where it makes its appearance, it drives, to a great degree, the Norway rat 
away. Amongst other quadrupeds, cattle, dogs, and cats are found in a wild 
state, but not abundantly. The European house fly is another importation. 
When it arrives it repels the bluebottle of New Zealand, which seems to shun 
its company. But the spread of the European insect goes on very slowly, so 
that settlers, knowing its utility, have carried it in boxes and bottles to their 
new inland stations.” 


ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 

FROYESSOR TYNDALL’S second lecture ‘‘On Experimental Optics” was 
given on Thursday, the 2ist inst. After a few introductory remarks on the 
wave ay A of light pro by Huyghens, established by Dr. Thos, Young, and 
illustrated by Fresnel, the Professor, by means of models, explained the method 
by which Boomer (in 1676) was enablei to calculate the velocity with which 
light travels through space (193,350 miles per second) from observation of the 
revolutions of the satellites of Jupiter round that planet. Bradley, through 
observing the aberration of light, in 1720, calculated the velocity at 191,39! 
miles. In our own time, Fizeau has reckoned the motion at above 194,000; 
and Foucault, while recently determining the velocity of the electric discharge, 
has calculated that of light to be 185,777 miles per second. The main subject 
of the lecture—the retiection of light —was then proceeded with. When a ray 
from the electric lamp was thrown upon a disk with a rough, unpolished 
surface, the light was dispersed in all directions (irregular reflection) ; but, 
when the ray was directed on a mirror, the ray was regularly reflected ; 
but was irregularly reflucted from a portion of the mirror breathed upon. It 
was shown that in plane mirrors the image is laterally inverted; and, when 
two mirrors are so placed as to inclose an angle, and a luminous object is placed 
between them (es is the case in the kaleidescope invented by Sir David 
Brewster, about 1817), a definite number of images is produced, symmetrically 
arranged, the number varying with ‘he angle at which the mirrors are placed. 
By means of a large concave mirror and the electric lamp, the point to which 
the parallel rays of light converge after reflection (viz., the principal focus), 
was beautifully shown, and it was also demonstrated, that when an object is 
placed between the focus and the centre of the concave mirror, the image of 
the object formed in front of the mirror is inverted and magnified, 

Mr, W. R. GROVE, Q.C., F.B.S., gave the Friday evening discourse, on the 
22nd inst., “ On Boiling Water.” After referring to the three conditions of 
water—as a solid, liquid, and vapour—and defining boiling as the com plete 
elimination of air or gas from it, and its thorough tramsformation inte 
vapour, he expreszed his own conviction, founded on experiments, that water 
never did boil, as far as we know now ;—what he termed an “ everlasting ” 
bubble of a gas always remaining behind. After showing, by means of the 
electric lamp, the phenomena accompanying boiling water in a tube—the 
rising of the bubbles of air from the bottom—he expressed his opinion that 
water could not boil without air. He then proceeded to describe experiments 
made in relation to those of Donny, who had shown that in proportion as water 
is deprived of air the character of its ebullition changes, becoming more and 
more abrupt, boiling with sudden bursta, while between each burst the water 
reaches a temperature considerably above the boiling point ; to do this it was 
necessary to boil the water in a tube with a narrow orifice, through which the 
vapour issued. If the water were boiled in an open vessel it re-absorbed air, and 
boiled in the ordinary way. Mr. Grove illustrated the difficulty experienced 
in entirely expelling air or gas from water by boiling it under oil in a tube. 
Each bubble of steam which left the surface of the water passed through the 
column of oil, becoming smaller and smaller during its ascent, but it never con- 
densed without leaving a minute bubble of gas, which was found to be 
nitrogen. With the view of testing the possibility of converting an absolutely 
pure liquid into vapour, Mr. Grove tried bromine, but discovered in this 
instance that a certain quantity of oxygen occupied the space above the liquid 
bromine ; and even su)phur and phosphorus strongly heated over a close vessel 
each gave off agas. We have no space to describe ier. Grove's experiments in 
relation to the decomposition of water by heat and the mode of action in the 
gas-battery. He expressed his own opinion that hitherto simple bolling, in the 
sense of a liquid being expanded into vapour by heat, without being decom- 
posed or having permanent gas eliminated from it, is athing unknown. He 
stated that close investigation into these interesting phenomena would probably 
lead to most important discoveries, and expressed his regret at not having time 
to spare to continue his researches. He concluded with a strong protest 
against the subjection of the scientific mind to ancient popular abstract ideas. 
The illustrative experiments were prepared and performed by Professor 
Frankland. Sir Henry Holland, Bart., vice-president was in the chair. 

Mr. JOHN LUBBOCK, F.R.S., gave his first lecture “ Oa the Antiquity of 
Man” on Saturday last (the 23rd inst.). He divided prehistoric arch leer 
into four periods—the drift, stone, bronze, and iron Our limits preclude 
our giving more than a recapitulation of Mr. Lubbock’s copious discourse. He 
gave his reasons for believing that before the discovery of iron there was a period 
when mankind, in Europe and in Central America, used arms and implements of 
bronze (a mixture of copper and tin); and referred to the statements of Homer 
and Hesiod, confirmed by the Old Testament. These all show that bronze (in the 
Bible termed brass) was employed on the eastern shores of the Mediterranean 
more than 3000 years ago, when it was being gradually replaced by iron. Mr. 
Lubbock referred to the presence of bronze as evidence of an extended com- 
merce, there being strong reasons for believing that the tin was brought from 
Cornwall ; and, at the same time, he justified the veracity of the Phoenician 
voyagers Himilco and Pytheas, who appear to have visited Britain, from the 
aspersions of Sir G. Cornewall Lewis. He also adverted to the great antiquity 
of the Phcenician colonies—Marseilles, founded about 600 B.c.; Carthage, 
800 B.c.; and Utica, 1100 B.c, He stated that iron was probably introduced 
into the north of Europe several hundred years before the Christian 
era, because the same clai organisation which carried Cornish 
tin into Europe, Asia, and Africa, would quickly distribute the more 
valuable metal, iron, and because the metallurgical skill exhibited by the 
inhabitante of Northern Europe in Roman time was quite inconsistent with 
the hypothesis of a recent introduction of iron. Mr. Lubbock adverted to 
certain names, such as the Baltic, the Belt, &., as traces of an ancient con- 
nection between Phoenicians and Scandinavia. He admitted that in England 
scarcely any iron antiquities had been found which could be referred to ante- 
Roman times. The great similarity in form of the bronze arms and imple- 
ments seems to indicate that the knowiedge of bronze spread from a single 
source, while the great yr | of sg forbids us to seek that source in our 
continent. The presence of mou and minor differences were adduce] as 
evidence that the bronze manufacture was carried on for a long duration in 
various countries, when the horse, ox, cow, goat, sheep, pig, and dog were 
domesticated, and whcn man still relied very much on the chase for his sus- 
tenance, and when his clothes were composed of skins and rude linen and 
woollen stuffs. After death the body was usually burned, the ashes placed iv 
an urn, and a mound of earth raised over them. Mr. Lubbock exprescxi his 
reasons for thinking that Stonehenge and Avebury both belony w the bronz> 
age. The men who manufactured the swords, knives, bracelets, &>., there 
found were not mere savages; the Romans, wicliing the strength of all 
Europe, were able with difficulty to conquer tho south of Britain only. Erery- 
thing tends to show that our island ha‘ a iong, eventful history before any 
history was written ; and this statemoat rests on no baseless hypothesis, bat 
upon strict scientific reasoning. The lecture was copiously illustrated by 
specimens and diagrams. 

PROFESSOR TYNDALL'S third lecture “On Experimental Optics,” was 
given on Tuesday last, the 26th inst., when he concluded his illustrated 
explanation of the phenomena of reflection in concave and convex mirrors. 
He showed, by experiment, that the rays of a« luminous point place] at 
the principal focus of a mirror will, after reflection, be parallel, and will form 
no image; but that, if the luminous point be placed beyond the principal 
focus, ita rays will, after reflection, intersect at some point in front of the 
mirror, which point is called the real focus. When the point was placed 
between the principal focus and the surface of the mirror, the rays, after 
reflection, did not intersect in front of the mirror, but were intersected behind 
it. The foons thus formed behind the mirror, and having no real existence in 

, was called an imaginary or virtual focus. It was also shown that the 
focus of a convex mirror is always virtual; the image of an object 
in a convex mirror being formed behind the mirror, and always erect 
end diminished. Among other interesting experiments, when light was 
thrown upon a large portion of a spherical surface it was scen 
that the rays were not all collected to a point, but were crowded on the surface 
of a determinate form, which is termed a caustic. This may be seen in the 
reflection of the light of a candle on acup of tea. The Professor next pro- 
ceeded to consider the phenomena of “ refraction.” When a ray of light was 
mate to pass through water and through a piece of glass, it went straight 
through them; but when the ray struck the surface obliquely, it was bent, 
so as to incline towards the perpendicular. This bending of the ray in passing 
from one medium to another is termed “ refraction.” The latter part of tho 
lecture was devoted to the illustration of the foregoing principles and the 
examination of various kinds of lenses; and their uses being especially shown 
in the camera obecura and the microscope.

The 
side of the steamer was in a 
moment enveloped in white 
smoke, and a shower of the frag- 
ments of a shell tore up the 
earth about the rifle-pits at the 
landing; another followed, and 
auother, while not a movement was 
made nor a creature stirred in the 
native position. Now a sharp crack 
was heard in another direction, 
followed by a sustained hissing 
sound—the 40-pounder Armstrong 
gun had sent its shell from Whan- 
ino, and it burst over the 
long line of rifie-pits on the hill- 
top. The steamer again fired and 
shelled alternately from the 40- 
pounders, the missiles bursting 
ever every part of the position. 
The time fuse appeared rather 
short for the 40-pounder range, 
and the shells burst in the air, but 
its concussion fuse exploded the 
shell as it struck the ground, and 
a shower of earth sent into the air 
indicated the spot where it fell. 
All this time the natives appeared 
paralysed—they made no reply 
whatever from their guns. At 
length, from a point near the 
water, where a palisade had been 
erected to arrest the march of any 
troops that might attack the place 
from the Whangamarino side, a 
sharp volley of musketry rattled 
out, succeeded by another, and 
then came a general dropping fire 
from the whole extent of rifle-pits.

Without losing a moment, he | 
caused a force of 663 men to embark the same night in the Pioneer | 
and Avon, and four iron-sheathed cargo-barges converted into gun- | 
boats. This force steamed up the river, covered by the darkness. 
Not a shot was fired; the Maoris were completely outwitted. The 
soldiers landed at six in the morning, and in a short time were posted 
on a high ridge a quarter of a mile from the river. The position at 
Meremere was thus turned. There were no defences on that side. 
The troops, under Colonel Mould, C.B., were instructed to throw up a 
temporary breastwork to secure them against a surprise ; and General 
Cameron determined to carry up an additional force on the Ist of 
November, so as to render the capture of Meremere certain. But 
the Maoris felt all the weight of the General's new methed. 
They knew the weakness of the ground on the southern side, ground 
which they had neglected to intrench, and they showed their conster- | 
nation, first, by refraining from an attack upon the isolated body 
under Colonel Mould, and next by a hurried retreat from Meremere. 
The wat+rs were out, the rivers had overflowed their banks, and, 
taking to their canoes, the Maoris rowed away in the direction of

the Thames. Hearing a report of 
this movement in the afternoon, 
General Cameron embarked 250 
men in the Pioneer, and hurried 
to Meremere. He found that the 
enemy had departed, and at once 
occupied the position. 
THE QUEEN’S REDOUBT. 


General Cameron’s head-quarters 
are established at a redoubt about 
thirty-six miles from Auckland, 
called the Queen’s Redoubt, and 
which will form his dépét for pro- 
visions and basis of operations 
when he advances into the rebel 
country of the Waikato. This 
redoubt is situated about one mile 
and a half from a river called the 
Mangatawarri, on the bank of 
which the party of seamen of 
the Harrier, under Commander 
Sullivan, who have been working 
the boats, have formed their camp. 

The General has established 
strongly-stockaded posts on the 
opposite bank of the river, on the 
heights of Koheroa, and an ad- 
vanced post on a creek about three 
miles from Koheroa heights, called 
the Whangamarino Redoubt, 
about 2400 yards from Meremere, 
and commanding a good view of 
it. 


CHURCH MISSIONARY SIrATION 
ON THE WAIKATO RIVER, 


The mission-house of Pepepe is 
one of the most picturesque spots 
on the River Waikato. It is 
situated on a rocky knoll, over- 
hanging the broad river, not far 
from its junction with the Waipa, 
and is surrounded by green, 
mossy slopes, and glens of tree 
ferns, while dark and sombre 
forests clothe the steep sides of 
the adjoining hills. At some 
little distance, near the neigh- 
bouring native village, is the 
church, and farther on down 
the river is the pah of the late re- 
nowned chief and Maori King, 
Te Whero-whero. All the banks 
of the Waikato are fhickly 
peopled with the native inhabit- 
ants, and the Waikatos are the most powerful and numerous of the New 
Zealand tribes. 

SCENE ON THE WAIKATO RIVER. 

The accompan ing Engraving, from a drawing made on the spot 
by Mr. G. F. Angas, represents the picturesque scenery on the 
Waikato, near its junction with the Waipa River. The Waikato 
here is broad and deep, and flows majestically along between alluvial 
plains of the richest soil, which are bounded on the right by the high 
range of Taupiri. In the distance are seen the mountains of 
Peroagia, near Kawhia, on the west coast. The village on the river 
bank is called Wakaaepa, and the district around has long been 
famous for its plantations of the “kumera,” or sweet potato, the 
choicest vegetable of the New Zealander. In the foreground is a 
“ patuka,” or storehouse, in which maize, seeds, &c., are kept in 
security from the rats. Not far from this spot are the principal 
strongholds and settlements of the powerful Waikato tribes, who are 
the foremost in opposing British rule in New Zealand, and are at this 
moment carrying on their unequal warfare with a valour and 
determination worthy of a better cause

WINTER IN HOLLAND. 


Tuose who have never travelled through Holland can scarcely form 
a conception of the peculiarities and characteristics of a severe winter 
in that essentially artificial country. Throughout its whole extent it 
is intersected by rivers and canals, which form the high road for the 
multifarious commerce and intercommunication going on between its 
numerous cities and vi In winter all these “ water-roads,” as 
the Dutch appropriately call them, are rendered impassable for the 
thousands of craft which, in spring, summer, and autumn, bear over 
their bosom the numerous cargoes with which they are freighted by 
Dutch and German merchants. Then King Frost claims those water- 
roads as his own domain and territory, and throws over their surface 
a thick coating of ice on which tens of thousands of skaters—men and 
women, boys and girls, of all stations and all ranks—give themselves 
up to the winter enjoyments of skating and sledging. From north to 
south—over every ditch and pond, over every rivulet and canal—skaters 
and sledgers may be seen skimming and dashing over the frozen 


| 





waters. In the larger towns fairs and promenades, skating and sledge | 


races take place, so that the Meuse and the Amstel, the Rhine and 
the Yssel, the Wye and the Vecht, are crowded with throngs of winter 
pleasure-seekers, on skates and in sledges, in ice-boats or on foot, 
the rich in warm furs, the poor in improvised clothing of every 
description, but all making the most of the holiday which King Frost 
gives them. Many a buxom lassie, hitherto left “to blush unseen,” 
then makes a conquest, and listens for the first time to “the old, old 
tale ;” for no young man would allow a member of the gentler sex to 
skate alone while his own hand was free to help her on her slippery 
path, to fasten her skates or soften her fall. 








THE DISTRESS IN THE NORTH. 

The condition of the cotton-manufacturing districts grows worse week by 
week. We learn from the monthly report of the Executive Relief Committee 
that, from the end of October to the close of the year, the number of persons 
relieved by the boards of guardians and the local committees had increased 
from 168,170 to 180,909; that it has been considerably enlarged during the 
month of January ; and that it is likely to be still further augmented during 
the ensuing month. Mr. Farnall’s weekly return shows a further increase 
of between 5000 and 6000 in the number of persons receiving parochial relief. 
It is deeply to be regretted that up to the 16th inst. not more than 2281 cotton 
operatives had found employment on public works. During last week £40 17s. 
had been received, and the balance in the bank was £203,173; two bales of 
clothing and three sacks of peas had been received. The financial statement 
and balance-sheet of the receipts and expenditure from the commencement of 
the fund, June 9, 1862, to Dec. 31, 1863, which had been verified and 
audited, was laid before the committee. The total amount received was 
£851,692, and the expenditure in grants for relief £595,564. In addition 
to the amount of cash received, £111,781 bad been given in kind, and 
distriboted in that form throagh the various local committees. The expenses 
incurred were £846, or seven eighths per cent upon the sum received; but in 
this is included the expenses of deputations, which had invariably been 
returned as donations by those members of the committee who had received 
them, and £4385 for advertising. The interest allowed by the bankers was 
£12,154, being about one third more than the expenses. The following grants 
were made—Hurst, £100; Chorlton and Hardwicke, £250; Hulme, £300; 
Bamber Bridge, £150; Leyland, £100; Blackburn, £2500; Barnoldswick, 
£150 ; Rochdale, £1500 ; Preston, £800 ; and some smaller sums to other places. 

The Mansion House Committee held a meeting yesterday week. The total 
sum contributed np to Thursday was £522,661, of which £463,608 had been 
remitted to the distressed districta. The sum received during the last fortnight 
was £1710, of which £1307 was from colonial resources. The total sum 
granted by the committee was £3835—of which Ashton-under-Lyne had £1300 ; 
Glossop, £300; Hurst, £200; Stockport, £200; Bolton, £250; Oldham, £250 ; 
Bacup, £150; Blackburn, £120. 


According to the last advices from New York, the report of 
the Commission appointed by the Navy Department, consisting of three chief 
engineers, who have made careful experiments for five months, showing the 
practicability of using petroleum or hydro-carben oils for the purpose of 
generating steam, has been issued, and proves satisfactory. It is alleged that 
ita use will produce a great aaving, not only for merchant steamers, but that 
@ naval steamer can keep the sea under steam three times as long with les 
labour and greater econemy as compared with an equal weight of coal. 


M. Paul Maignon, a member of the French Agricu’tural 
Society, has just arrived in Paris, after having accomplished a perilous voyage. 
Having carefully visited the southern provinces of China, and penetrated as 
far as 500 miles into the interior, he returned to France through Pekin, Irkoust, 
and St. Petersburg, following the road taken two years since by M. de 
Bourboulon, the French Ambassador in China. In his opinion, the supply of 
silkworms’ seed required in France is not to be found in the province of 
Tohekiang, as was generally supposed, but in the western provinces on the 
frontiers of Thibet, rather, even, than in Japan. Nothing daunted by the 
danger and fatigue he has experienced, M. Paul Maignon speaks of extending 
his search at no distant It is enid that the Messageries Impériales 
Steam Navigation Company bave resolved to fit up cool compartments in their 
ships for the conveyance of silkworms’ seed from Shanghai to Suez. 


In the sitting of the Spanish Cortes, on the 12th inst., Signor 
Carrigairi brought in a bill for the construction of a railway from Pampeluna 
to Eguy, with prolongation over the Pyrenees to Bayonne, in France. The 
bon. deputy stated that careful surveys of the projected line had been made, 
and that there were no extraordinary engineering difficulties in the way of ite 
execution. He asked, not for a subvention or guarantee of interest on the 
part of the Government, but only an ordinary concession. The proposition 
was referred to a committee, and is likely to be reported upon in a favourable 
sense. This newly-projected railway, it may be interesting to state, is to pass 
over the celebrated valley of Roncesvalles—in French, Roncevaux—where the 
rearguard of Charlemagne’s army, under Roland, was defeated and destroyed 
in 77°, There isto be a station at this place, and the great Roland, the model 
of the knight of all ages, will at last receive a monument in the shape of a 
railway porter’s lodge.

THE MODES OF DEALING WITH LANCASHIRE 
DISTRESS. 
(By our Special Correspondent.) 
A.LTHouGH I have said in a previous Impression that Lancashire will 
make no further appeal to the country for help, it mus. not be sup- 
that there is no want. Want there is, and, as an instance of it, 
was told by many an operative that between the Lord Mayor's 
Christmas dinner in 1862 and last Christmas Day not a bit of fresh 
meat had crossed his lips. Want there is; but hope in a renewed 
supply of cotton helps to keep from the door the wolf, which is 
further kept at bay by the large funds in the possession of boards of 
guardians and the Central Executive Relief Committee, and their 
perfect organisation of both for the bestowal of relief. 

As I am under no necessity to plead the cause of the distressed, I 
shall not waste time, perhaps, if I say a few words about the ad- 
mirable mechanism which has been devised for dealing with the 
Lancashire distress. 

The fact that half a million workpeople were suddenly thrown out 
of employment, deprived of earning the means of livelihood, and cast 
for relief upon the benevolence of the public, was one which found all 

ies who had to contend with it as hh as was our Govern- 
ment when surprised into the Russian War. The poor-law system 
was totally inadequate to the emergency, and, had it not been for the 
prompt measures taken by the yee: public to relieve the starving 
operatives, riot and bloodshed must have ensued. This spon- 
taneous action of the public, however, established the Manchester 
committee and supplied it with requisite funds. Whilst the 
money and the bales of clothing, which were conveyed carriage- 
free from parts of the kingdom, were being distributed, 
time was given to the boards pad oy pe to levy their rates, or 
organise those plans which have sufficed, in conjunction with those of 
the local relief committees, to maintain the people in health. At the 
onset, had the people been less independent, there was a grand oppor- 
tunity for imposition—the chronic paupers took advantage of it, and 
rolled in clover—but, when the shame attaching to the receipt of 
relief had in some measure died away, the scrutiny of the cases had 
become so searching that few instances of successfully “running the 
blockade,” as it was termed, occurred. Local committees, general, 
executive, and sub committees—all promoting the co-operation of 
landed proprietors, large employers of labour, ministers of all 
denominations—were establis! ed for the administration of the 
relief fund, the on of sewing and adult schools, and the 
superintendence of labour, &c. During last winter, when 448,955 
persons were dependent on the relief funds, relief could not be con- 
fined to factory operatives, but was extended to many who were the 
proper care of the dians of the peor. Now, however, that their 
organisation is perfected, chronic cases of indigence, cases where the 
occupation is not dependent on cotton, and cases of families wantonly 
deserted, are relieved from the rates. The relief, both by the guardians 
and the committees, has been mainly given in kind, either 
from a general store or by tickets on Seohepen. A third 
or a fourth is sometimes given in money. The scale of 
relief which has been adopted is one which provides, on 
an average, 2s. per head for the whole mass of recipients; 
to which may be added, in winter, a supply of fuel an 
clothing, if the family have been long out of -m The pivot of 
the scale is a family consisting of a man, his wife, and two children. 
Such a family receives 8s. per week. In these scales all members of 
the family are included, and none resident in the district are relieved 
as separate cases, or allowed to receive extra payment for attending 
the sewing or other school. Single able-bodied men and boys are 
usually referred to boards of guardians, and single young women are 
included in families wherever they can be 

The relation of the local relief committees to boards of guardians 
may well claim a passing explanation. At first it was very much the 
custom for the committees to supplement the relief given by the 
guardians, trusting to the discrimination of their already appointed 
officers. This threw on the relieving officers more cases than they 
could cope with, and the consequence was a great amount of imposi- 
tion and an undue lightening of the burden of responsibility felt by 
each party. The practice is now gaining ground with the committees 
to tender relief to those persons only who have been recently con- 
nected with factory work or its immediately dependent occupations, 
leaving all others, including those mentioned above, to be dealt with 
by the guardians. The Central Executive advises that no supple- 
mentary aid should be granted by local committees without the 
strictest investigation and the clearest necessity. The visitors were 
at first voluntary; they are now paid. Relief is never given by 
them, nor is it left to their discretion to say what shall be 
given. Their report is always reviewed by a committee and 
checked in various ways. Relief is usually granted for a month, 
but if in that period work is obtained, the recipient is bound, under 
legal penalty, to represent to the visitor the improvement that 
has occurred in his circumstances. Schedules filled up by employers, 
— to the committee at regular intervals, assure them that they 
nave full information of the income of the family from earnings. 
Each applicant must fill up a form stating name and of each 
member of the family, trade, present em b er, late employer, total 
present earnings, parish relief, sewing-school, or labour committee, 
total income from all sources, under a penalty of prosecution for 
false statement. This, with the periodical return of the employers of 
labour, is the basis upon which the committees grant relief. In all 
cases, where it has been possible, it has been considered expedient, on 
considerations of health and morality, to require a return of work for 
the relief given. With this view were established the sewin -schools, 
so numerously attended last winter. These have been conducted by 
paid superintendents and attended by ladies of education and refine- 
ment, whose example and instruction must have proved most bene- 
ficial. The women and girls here employed five days a week have 
been paid at a fixed rate per hour, varying from 3d. to 1d., and 
have usually been set to make garments to be distributed from the 
clothing stores. Youths unfit for outdoor labour have been assembled 
in schools and taught; and in many cases the committees have paid 
2d. a week for every child belonging to families in receipt of raief, 
sent to school by their order. 

A grave difficulty has presented itself to the relief committees in 
their desire to afford labour to able-bodied men. It is not within their 
province to enter into contracts for work. In the dispensation of 
— charitable funds they are restricted to.the maintenance of 

ealth only. It has, however, been ible to adjust a scheme of 
labour “to a scale of relief adapted chupty to sustain health, by 
paying for work done by the hour at the usual rate, and not requiring 
more hours’ work than will enable the workman to make his ar 
and that of his family equal, at that rate per hour, to the scale of 
relief intended to sustain health.” Thus the work of any female in 
the sewing-school, of any youth in the school, of any able-bodied 
man at outdoor labour, have been reckoned each at a certain rate per 
hour, and no more hours’ work has been required than was in the 
sum equivalent to that rate to the weekly amount of relief awarded 
to the family by the scale of relief. 

In consequence of the long continuance of this distress and the ten- 
dency there was to perise bodies of men, male ablebodied 
recipients of relief, for whom no labour could be found, the Public 
Works Act was passed. This Act provides capital by loans to employ 
labour on works of public utility. The wages earned by men put to 
work under this Act are to be considered sufficient for their main- 
tenance. At piecework they can earn 12s. a week, sometimes much 
more; and the local committees are advised to attempt no supple- 
mentary grant, except during the first siz weeks, or the period of 
training. The idea is that when these public works shall have 
absorbed whatever workmen are available for them, the local relief 
committees should terminate their duties, and leave with the guardians 
of the poor the sole charge of the remaining indigence. 

Having thus sketched the organisation created to deal with this 
huge and unparalleled misery, I shall next proceed to touch lightly 
on the present state of the people in the towns comprised in the 
twenty-seven unions which form the seat of the cotton manufacture.

FINE ARTS, 
GOVERNMENT SCHOOLS OF DESIGN. 
Reports of the resignation of several masters of the Schools of 
Design in various parts of the kingdom must have come under the 
notice of persons even slightly interested in art-education. The cause 
of the discontent which has doubtless existed in many quarters is 
the alteration of the minutes of the Committee of Council on Edu- 
cation. By the old system there were different grades or classes 
for drawing, painting, modelling, and so forth; and the master 
received 10 guineas a year for each grade he passed in the exami- 
nations. But by the new regulations this is swept away, and a 
uniform “fee” of ten guineas a year is to be granted for the report 
upon the school, whatever number of grades the master has passed, 

e “free students” are also to be done away with by the Govern- 
ment in the same way as they are setting aside the pupil-teachers 
in a great many of our national schools. At the same time the 
principle—undoubtedly a one abstractly considered—of “ pay- 
ment by results,” or according to the number and proficiency of the 
pupils, is proposed to be substituted. We have little hesitation in 
saying that in a great majority of cases this principle will be found 
not disadvantageous to the masters, and in many instances beneficial. 
At the moment, however, the masters naturally feel aggrieved that 
they are suddenly deprived of support through the particular channel 
from which they were led by Government to expect it; and in some 
schools, where the masters have not sufficient space or scope to attain the 
counterbalancing “results,” they will suffer a positive hardship. The 
changes, it will be seen, are analogous to those taking place in the 
national schools. The Government, certainly, had many reasons 
for making the alterations besides the growing necessity for economy. 
It acted upon the maxim that the State should only undertake to 
supply Meno ay education of any kind. It also felt the necessity 
of assimilating the schools of the Department of Science and Art 
with those under the Committee on General Education (in which so 
much has been abolished) in order to avoid reclamations from the 
latter. The change was, we believe, both desirable and necessary ; 
but, during at least a transitional period, a hardworking and deserving 
set of men must inevitably suffer. 

The new arrangements of the Committee of Council have, as might 
be expected, attracted public attention to what has been done by the 
Schools of Design all over the country during the twenty-two years 
of their existence. But, somewhat before as well as since the new 
minutes, it would appear that there has been a certain reaction 
against the Government system of art-education. Now, although 
we have sometimes been free in our criticism on the department of 
art, it behoves every one before resigning himself to a popular 
current to try to ascertain whether wind and tide are likely to carry 
him to or from the desired haven. First, then, we would refer to a 
speech made by Sir Stafford Northcote at Exeter the other day and 
reported in the morning papers, and which contained some very 
interesting statistics. Sir Stafford found that our general exports 
had increased in twenty years 125 per cent, while our exports at the 
end of the same period of those articles susceptible of greater 
attractiveness from improved taste had increased from £2,700,000 to 
£8,000,000, which is an advance of no less than 196 percent. We 
cannot wonder that, impressed with these figures, Sir Stafford should 
wish to see some of the many branches of art-manufactures he enu- 
merated take root and flourish in the west of England, although 
Nature herself forbids that agricultural Devonshire shall ever become 
a “ black country,” famous for its pottery. 

Perhaps still more direct and conclusive proofs of the nation’s great 
advance in taste as applied to manufactures are afforded where, 
according to popular ideas, we might least expect to find them— 
namely, in the French reports and criticisms on our International 
Exhibition of 1862, and on the recent Industrial Exhibition in the 
Palais de l’Industrie at Paris. In the French official report on the 
Exhibition of 1862, our Gallic competitors acknowledged with evi- 
dently great surprise that we had, since 1851, equalled them in man 
and surpassed them in some branches of artistic manufactures in which 
we had previously been decidedly inferior. An article in the Rerue 
des Deux Mondes, on the Paris Industrial Exhibition, is still more 
emphatic in our favour :—‘The Exhibition of 1862,” says the 
writer, “at least taught us one important fact, which is 
that, in barely ten years, England had nearly surpassed 
us in application of art to industry.” This result is attributed 
entirely to the establishment and superiority of our schools of design. 
“ England,” continues this critic, “possesses at the present moment 
800 or 900 societies whose mission it is to propagate a feeling for art 
and taste. These societies number 200,000 members, which in their 
turn encourage 100 schools of art and nearly 300 private industrial 
schools. Museums of all kinds have been created for each industry, 
with public instruction and special lectures for the different kinds of 
manufacture. To this development has been added the purchase of 
books, drawings, and engravings, which may serve as models and 
examples. This vast system carries with it a considerable amount of 
funds, and a body of intelligent men devoted to art and attached 
firmly to these institutions by a proper remuneration. We saw in 
1862, in London, several specimens of the works of these new industrial 
schools of art, and we must acknowledge that if the students are not 
so clever (?) as those of our schools, they arrive, thanks to the happy 
choice of models, at an incontestible superiority.” Attributing, as 

ple commonly do in England, facility of invention and unfailing 
nack or chique to French designers, it is not a little surprising to find 
this French critic complaining that his compatriots are, compared with 
the English, lamentably declining, through the lifelessness of their 
conception and the mechanical uniformity of their execution. But is 
it not still more enigmaiical that even some of those who should be 
the best informed on these matters amongst ourselves go on pro- 
claiming that France keeps ahead of us in every branch of art ; that 
if we want anything beautiful we must send to France or elsewhere 
abroad for it; that our schools of art have done nothing, and have no 
actual results to show these twenty years beyond a mass of elementary 
drawin; Let us not sanction a lavish and unproductive public 
expenditure, but do not let us shut our eyes to facts, or affect 
blindness to the strongest presumptive evidence. We will not say 
dogmatically that all the astonishing progress in industrial art which haa 
so alarmed our French critics is attributable to our schools of design. 
As with seed sown in the earth, it is impossible to trace the hidden 
processes and — of fructification which the instruction (elemen- 
tary as it is for most part) of these schools passes through after 
it has been thrown broadcast over the land. But if we cannot say 
these schools have produced all the results of which we at home seem 
so ignorant, who can ve they have not? The results are here, 
and we can point to only one visible agency. The harvest of whole- 
some wheat is eT ae and we know that something 
resembling corn seeds been sown. Our conclusion is that we had 
better be careful how we launch our boat on a current which may 
only prove to be a petty eddy of popular prejudice.

This a preamble is 
accounted for by “the unexpected wealth of historical illustration 
which the Spanish archives yielded to the explorer sent out by our 
Government.” The consequence of the successful exploitation is, 
that instead of “a slight sketch ” we have “a more ample” (the 
editor would have been justified in saying a very ample) portrait of 
Catherine of Aragon. “ Dona Catalina, of the golden hair,” as she is 
called (no doubt on good authority), would be a worthy theme for a 
biographical pen were she known only as having introduced into this 
country farthingales, the prototypes of crinoline. But she is further 
remarkable, in a social point of view, as having “ brought red locks 
into fashion ”"—a fashion, however, which, if we may judge from the 
homely vegetable to which they are nowadays commonly likened, 
stands little chance of such a revival as we witness daily in the case 
of the farthingale. Moreover, the genius of Shakspeare and of Bacon 
has impressed indelibly upon our minds the sadder fragments of her 
eventful life. When, therefore, “the great archives of Simancas” 
have been opened, and discovered Catherine writing “her own strange 
tory with the frankness of a woman who believed she was talking 
n secret with her nearest kin,” can blame be attached to those who 
iave invaded, as it were, the privacy of the dead for the instruction 
ind appeasement of the living? For there were doubters and vain 
maginers who required to be appeased as well as the sheer ignorant, 
vho required to be instructed. Here, then, we have a self-written (to 
a great extent) account of the feelings which swayed and the traits 
which characterised—before she became a Queen—her whose birth- 
place was the spot where an army halted; whose nursery was the 
camp ; whose lullaby was the thunder of war; who, when she was 
yet scarce two years old, was put up for sale in her mother’s room, 
where wily ambassadors bid for her hand; who was successively a 
Princess of Wales, a Queen of England, and a divorced wife; who 
was born untimely at Alcald de Henares, and died untimely at 
Kimbolton. A Duke can do a great deal in this country ; he can 
even secure the services of gentlemen so well known in literature as 
Mr. Hepworth Dixon and Dr. Doran, “ to whom he begs to tender his 
thanks for assistance which so greatly increases the interest of these 
volumes,” but he cannot alter the past. If, then, the letters of 
his ancestors or namesakes appear to be, in some few instances, 
a little dull, the dulness must be accepted as a melancholy but un- 
alterable fact atoned for to a great extent by the usefulness which 
lurks beneath it. But, if the Montagus themselves did not write with 
a view to the amusement of posterity, a wife and a mother-in-law of 
the noble family have (wittingly or unwittingly) contributed to that 
end as will thus appear, “ Dear heart,” writes Essex Cheeke, third Lady 
Mandeville, “ 1 cannot yet write you any increase of my strength, for 
I am very weak, It may be . . (here the writer assigns probable 
reasons for very possible consequences) . . that is the cause I am 
unable to stir, for I cannot walk a quarter of an hour.” “My 
stomach,” she adds, “I find better to my meat, but the wind,” says 
the candid lady, “lies much sweiled in my stomach, but I think it is 
in the outward part, because I digest better but yet sleep worse, as,” 
the Viscountess reminds her husband, “ you know I do when it lies so 
much in my loins, &c.” And the mother of this lady, having married 
into the family of a certain Sir John Cheeke, who was as mad as some 
moderns upon the subject of phonetic spelling, and having caught the 
mania, affords much sport, ‘ Lady Cheeke,” we read, “ writing to 
her dear Essexe” on some dateless “new-year's night,” is “ hartily 
sorry” to hear that her husband is not well. “I wishe,” says the hos- 
pitable mother to her daughter, “he wold come and lye at Pergo, that 
he might have all the helpe of phissitians.” She wonders that Essex 
had not “ resayved her letters” [there is no mention of her having 
been Irish] . . and sends her by an “ oportunety, some peaches and 
a feuwe nicktarrinsand graps.” Some fruit she sends to Essex’s Lord, 
also, for, as she says, “} obsarved when he was hear he licked the 
peaches.” Nor can gratitude to the memory of Sir Thomas Wrothe 
for a hearty laugh allow the following passage to be passed over :— 
“ At Petherton Park, in the county of Somerset, Monday, being the 
sixth of October, 1635, about midnight of the same day, Dame Margaret 
Wrothe, my most sweet, most dear, most loving, most virtuous, most 
religious, most gracious, most discreet, merciful, patient, humble, and 
tender-hearted wife, of whom neither I nor the world was worthy, 
was taken with a sudden vomiting and sickness, upon which followed 
a very hot fever, with a great pain in her belly, which so tormented 
her that she often cried out, ‘Oh, my belly, my belly! The arrows 
of the Almighty are upon me; they stick fast in me!’” Alack, what 
a world is this, in which by the change of times and usage of lan- 
guage, an affectionate tribute to a wife’s worthiness, and an ex- 
clamation of anguish from a suffering creature are, through the use 
of a simple dissyllable, made irresistibly ludicrous. 

The Shadow of Ashlydyat. By Mrs. Henry Wood. (3 vols. Richard 
Bentley.) Philosophers will probably be sceptical with respect to a 
Shadow (even though it be printed with a capital initial letter) with- 
out an object to throw it; but novel readers will not be so practical. 
The latter will, no doubt, be rejoiced to learn that upon a Dark Plain 
(the darkness being figurative) there was wont to fall, when the 
moon was up, on certain occasions, an unaccountable Shadow. The 
Shadow could be traced to no cause, but It (to adopt the melodramatic 
orthography) was, naturally, the cause of superstitious tales. It was 
said to foretell, or, more correctly, to fouhatow, death or evil to the 
ancient Godolphins, It took the form of a bier with two mourners, 
one at the head the other at the foot, each with bent face in the 
attitude of woe, and it was called the Shadow of Ashlydyat. It 
might have been called the shadow of death, so many times in Mrs. 
Wood's novel is its appearance followed by the tolling of the bell ; 
but it vindicates also its claim to be considered the precursor of 
other kinds of calamity by heralding the ruin of the Godolphin 
family. The Godolphins were bankers, and one of the k . 
George Godolphin, the graceless and the gay, in the gaiety of 
his spirits and under the pressure of his necessities, cooks the accounts 
in the merriest way, commits a felony with the utmost gallantry, and 
breaks the bank and at least one heart. Mrs. Wood has written more 
stirring stories, but not any, we think, so affecting as this. She 
herself apologises for its sadness on the ground of its truth; and to 
its sadness, at least, we can ourselves bear witness. It would have 
been satisfactory to see more condign punishment fall upon the heads 
of the principal sinners, the swindlers, the cheats, and the brazen 
hussy who poisons the cup of matrimonial bliss; but perhaps this 
course was forbidden by truth. We read that the wicked flourish 
like a green bay-tree, and, as if to bear out the correctness of the 
saying, Mr. and Mrs, Pain at the conclusion of the story, just as one 
is hoping that the latter, at any rate, if not the former, may meet 
with some very serious accident, are preparing to give a course of 
dinner-parties in Belgravia. Verrall, too, is let off very easily. 
Indeed, there is a general want of consolatory clearing up ; nor, care- 
fully as we read, can we remember that the mysterious packet which 














George Godolphin carried from Mrs. Verrall to Mrs. Pain ever came 
to anything. If it was introduced simply to afford George an 
interview with Mrs, Pain, it was surely superfluous. However, 
upon other points want of minute detail cannot be objected. 
One might even have spared a little of the descriptions where 
the symptoms, gradual changes, and ultimate dissolution of dying 
persons are delineated ; a little of the excellent but somewhat trite

religious remarks so liberally interspersed ; and a little of the millinery. 
Sut it is a lady who writes, and it should perhaps be expected that 
she would not fail to describe what every character (especially female) 


would not become a loyal subject? Allusion is made tosuch sentences 
as (vol. ii., p. 190), “ Meta was rather in the habit of darting inside 
any open door that it took her fancy so to do;” the construction, in 
the relative clause, resting only, so far as our knowledge goes, upon 
the authority of Mrs. Gamp. 

The Pilgrim’s Progress. By John Bunyan. (1 vol. Cassell, Petter, 
and Galpin.) When, as ionally happens in the streets, you are 
offered “a halfcrown article for sixpence,” your mind is filled with 
vague suspicions and surmises, Either, you think, the vendor cannot 
have come honestly by the “article ;” or he carefully conceals from 
your knowledge some depreciatory facts connected with the “ article ;” 
or he is out of his mind ; or (which is, in the opinion of some persons, 
equivalent) a philanthropist ; or he has made a wager that he will 
ruin himself within a given time ; or, to take the simplest solution— 
he lies. But when a well-known publishing firm, in a spirit of enter- 
prise, considers it consistent with their interest to offer the public, 
at what appears to be a losing price, a favourite book, excellently 
printed, handsomely bound, elegantly appointed, and profusely illus- 
trated, the first impulse is to give way to wonderment, and the second 
to congratulate the public upon their opportunity. This is the case 
with the new edition of Bunyan’s famous allegory, to the illustration 
of which Mr. H. C. Selous and M. Paolo Priolo have lent their fanc 
and their skill. The Rev. Robert Maguire has furnished it with 
expository notes, the advantage of which is an open question ; for to 
some they may seem to defeat the object of fishing by allegory for 
men who are scared by didactic sermonising. And yet this would 
appear to have been Bunyan’s object, to judge from the following 
lines :— 





You see the ways the fisherman doth take 

To catch the fish ; what engines doth he make. 

Behold! how he engageth all his wits; 

Also his snares, lines, angles, hooks, and nete : 

Yet fish there be that neither hook nor line, 

Nor snare, nor net, nor engine, can make thine, 

They must be groped for, and be tickled, too, 

Or they will not be catched, whate’er you do. 
May not the difficult sort of fish alluded to in the fifth line, who 
would have yielded to Bunyan’s “ tickling,” turn shy at the sight of 
the regular, clerical preaching “engine”? Opinions will differ, of 
course, on this point; but they will be at one as to the mystery 
which attends the publication of so elaborate a volume at half a 
guinea. 

Household Education. By Harriet Martineau. (1 vol. Smith, Elder, 
and Co.) This is simply a new edition of a useful work; we need, 
therefore, do no more than recommend it to the attention of parents 
and guardians. Miss Martineau’s strong sense and the doctrines 
of self-discipline, thrift, industry, ingenuousness, and conscientiousness 
which she inculcates, are too well known for us to dwell upon them ; 
she is strict, but not straight-laced, being observant of that second 
commandment which we have been told closely resembles the first. 
The Poetical Works of Henry Taylor, D.C.L. (3 vols. Chapman 
and Hall.) Whilst the sensation-dramatist has his tens of thousands 
to stare and gape behind the footlights in the crowded theatre, the 
author of “ Philip van Artevelde” has, perchance, but his thousands 
to read and ponder beneath the lamplight in the solitary study ; but 
the tens of thousands will dwindle away, satiated and harrowed out ; 
the thousands will always remain, insatiate and insatiable. For when 
the sensation-drama has fallen into oblivion, the poems of Henry 
Taylor will still live to charm and soothe the scholar and the 
thoughtful. The former is ephemeral, the latter are for all time. It 
is impossible for us to go into an analysis of three volumes of poems ; 
but we may, from recollection ofour own readings, express a genuine 
admiration for the author’s genius, 








MUSIC, 


Her MAJEsTy’s THEATRE has been opened for a series 
of performances of Gounod’s “Faust,” in an English dress, 
before the commencement of the regular opera season. This spe- 
culation of Mr. Mapleson has every prospect of being a profitable 
one. “Faust” is the most popular opera of the day. Its great run 
last season, not only at this theatre, but also at the Royal Italian 
Opera, is freshly remembered ; and its numerous representations at 
both houses had the effect of stimulating rather than satisfying the 
curiosity of the public. Its performance, too, for the first time, with 
the drama “done into English,” was likely to prove an additional 
attraction. Mr. Mapleson, therefore, had reason to reckon on success ; 
and his success is even greater than he could have reckoned upon. 


The excitement created by his announcement was extreme. 
Before the night of performance, Saturday last, every box 
and stall was disposed of; and there was one of the largest 


audiences we have ever seen in that theatre. Everything needful 
was done to give a satisfactory representation. The English 
version of the libretto was made from the original French 
by Mr. Chorley, a gentleman of unquestionable competency. A 
company was engaged calculated expressly for the performance of 
this particular opera. The magnificent orchestra was mustered under 
the direction of its able conductor, Signor Arditi; there was the 
powerful chorus of the theatre, already familiar with the music; and 
all the splendid scenery and decorations provided for the production 
of the opera last season were now available. The character of Faust 
was sustained by Mr. Sims Reeves, Margaret by Mdme. Lemmens- 


Sherrington, Valentine ——, brother) by Mr, Santley, 
Mephistophiles by Signor Marchesi, and Siebel by Mdme. Florence 
Lancia, All these performers, save Mdme. Sherrington and Mdme, 


Florence Lancia, had apeney Sees in the previous Italian per- 
formances on the same boards. Mr. Reeves did not appear during the 
season, when the character was filled by Signor Giuglini, but did so 
during a few performances in October last, so that his appearance at 
this time was almost a novelty. His success was triumphant. His 
voice was in all its splendour and beauty. He had emg md 
studied the character, as well as the music; and his whole 
icture of the hero of Goethe's celebrated drama was the 
nest that has been given in this country. Santley’s performance of 
Valentine was ounalty successful. We have no hesitation in pro- 
nouncing him the best baritone singer of our time; and he is rapidly 
becoming one of the best actors on the musical stage. On this 
occasion he excelled himself. He never before gave so much effect 
to the noble and manly character of the young soldier; nor did he 
ever sing with greater power, expression, and beauty. Mdme. 
Sherrington proved a most charming Margaret. She looked in 
perfection the character of the fair German girl; her acting was full 
of truth, simplicity, and pathos, and her execution of the music 
could hardly have been excelled. The manner in which she warbled 
the famous “Bijou Song” threw the audience into transports of 
delight. Her success is nothing less than wonderful, when it is 
considered that she is without experience of the stage, never having 
trod the boards of a theatre till she appeared as Maid Marian in 
Macfarren’s “ Robin Hood.” Her genius, however, is essentially 
dramatic, and, if she follows this walk of her art, she cannot 
fail to be one of the most accomplished actresses of the day. 
As a singer she has already no superiors, and few pte 
Signor Marchesi, the representative of Mephistophiles, had 
already performed the part in Italian. He now laboured 
under the great disadvantage of singing in a langu (we 
believe) entirely unknown to him ; but he succeeded in uttering the 
words with tolerable distinctness ; his conception of the character of 
the incarnate fiend was , and he sang with fire and effect. The 
pleasing little part of Siebel was J mee 7 in an unpretending and 
agreeable manner by Mdme. Florence Lancia. Her air “Gentle 
flowers,” better known as “ Parlate d’ amor,” was so prettily sung that 
it was loudly re-demanded, but with becoming modesty she declined 
to accept the encore.

SADLERS’ WELLS—The management have determined on 

reconstituting this theatre as an arena for legitimate drama, and 
principally for the reproduction of Elizabethan plays. With a work- 
ing company of fair average merit, led by Miss Marriott, such pieces 
are done satisfactorily in general, and sometimes with adequate force, 
though more attention to minute details and the finish of acting is 
desirable. On Saturday a play, which owed its success to Miss Glyn’s 
acting at this theatre, was revived—“‘ The Duchess of Malfi,” as 
altered by Mr. Horne from Mr. Jolin Webster's extraordinary tragedy. 
On this occasion Miss Marriott, of course, undertook the part of 
Marina, and showed her judgment in treading closely in the steps of 
her predecessor, whose stage business she carefully observed. This was 
wisely done with a part that had already been created by a great actress, 
who, perhaps, might be imitated, but could not be excelled. The result 
was highly creditable, and ought to be sufficient to impart a new liic 
to this strange old drama. The other characters showed the company 
in more responsible parts than usual, and afforded the opportunity 
for criticism which it would be scarcely fair to apply. Mr. D. H. Jones 
laboured hard to achieve succes ‘erdinand, and Mr. E. Phelps was 
really interesting in Antonio. Much depends on the proper acting of 
Bossola, and we are sorry we cannot compliment Mr. Gresham on his 
violent demonstratian. He forgets that the man, though a libertine, 
is a student ; and the rude, jaunty air which he ascribes to him is 
entirely out of place. It is a pity that, apparently, he had never seen 
George Bennett in the part: that gentleman exactly hit the point 
intended, and the slightest extravagance beyond destroys the balance 
of character.

He and two other missionaries thought 
it right to show respect to the reigning Sovereign (the widow of Radama) by 
being present. About 40,000 people were assembled, “The French priests, 
&c., were (he says) seated next to us. About half-past nine the procession of 
the Queen made ite appearance. She was well received. As she passed by us 
on the way to her seat we rose and-bowed. Sheascended the platform and took 
her seat amidst the acclamations of her people. Immediately after the crown 
was placed on her head she stood up before the people as Queen of Madagascar. 
After the soldiers had presented arms and the bands had played the national 
anthem the Queen rose and spoke to her people. She thanked them for having 
thus assembled together, and hoped that they and their families were well. She 
wished them health and prosperity, and hoped they would respect the laws»! 
the country, live at peace with each other, do good, and help to sustain the 
new laws, On her part, she promised to do her best for the people; she 
would respect the laws, and follow in the steps of her great ancestors, &c. 
There were then presentations of money, long speeches, &c., from the heads 
of various districts. After a time the missionaries went forward and presented 
* hasafia,’ but made no speech. The French party followed. At length, after 
many hours, the procession was re-formed, and returned to the palace.” 


THE SANDWicH IsLANDs.—(To the Editor.)—I have just 
read in your widely-circulated Journa! a paragraph drawing a very unfavour- 
able picture of the state of things in the Sandwich Islands. Will you allow 
me a few words in reply? As to the falling off of the shipping, so far as the 
whaling fleet is concerned, the statement is true; but not with regard to 
ships of general merchandise, the visits of which are on the increase. Owing 
partly to the exhaustion of the North Pacific fishery ground and partly to the 

d d for petrol , whalers have left the ocean in great numbers. 
change, though seemingly adverse to the islands, is for their ultimate 
benefit—first, by relieving them of an influence fearfully demoralising to a 
people naturally inclined to sensuality; secondly, by diverting capital into 
healthier channels. Formerly, men left the country as soon as they had 
grown rich as ship-chandlers, taking their wealth home with them. Now 
they are turning their attention to the productive industry of the islands, far 
the surest basis of prosperity. The best proof of a nation’s commercial 
advancement is in the aniount of her exports. In 1860 the sugars, exported 
chiefly to British Columbia and California, was 1,444,2711b.; in 1861, 
2,562,498 Ib., an increase of 100 per cent. In 1864 it will be not far short of 
4,000,000 Ib. ; and the price has risen from five to ten per cent a pound. 
Among other productions largely exported are pulu, a fibrous herb growing 
round the roots of the large ferns in Hawaii; it is used to stuff mattressesin 
America ; fangas, much used by the Chinese as an article of food ; rice, coffee 
and oranges, for which Kona (where Cook fell) is famous. The islands abound 
in cattle sheep rans. Several capitaliets have lately arrived from New 
as sheep farmers. The last biennial report shows an increase in the 
exportation of wool of 49,000 Ib. over the previous year. The wages for skilled 
mechanics in Honolulu are high : masons and carpenters never work for less 
than 16s. a day. There is no scarcity of labourers on the sugar estates, as 
implied in the ph ; only Hawaiians, unlike the coolies, refuse to work 
for is. a day and “ find themselves.”

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THE NEW DEAN OF 
WESTMINSTER. 
ARTHUR PENRHYN STANLEY; 
D.D., the new Dean of West- 
i » is the second son of 
Edward Stanley, D.D., Bishop 
of Norwich, a_ distinguished 
naturalist, by Catherine, daughter 
of the Rev. Oswald Leycester, 
Rector of Stoke, Shropshire. 
Arthur Stanley was born about 
1815. He was educated at Rugby, 
and was the favourite pupil of 
the illustrious Arnold, his friend- 
ship with whom was only termi- 
nated by Arnold's death, in 1842. 
Stanley obtained a Balliol scholar- 
ship, got the Newdigate Poem in 
1837 (“The Gypsies "—the best 
Newdigate, it is said, since 
Heber’s “ Palestine ”), the Ireland 
in the same year, took a first class 
in 1838, and obtained in 1839 the 
Latin essay, and in 1840 the 
English essay, and also the 
Ellerton theological prize, he 
being by this time fellow of 
University College. After this 
Mr. Stanley became known fox 
many years in Oxford as one 
of the most able of the tutors, 
and as one of the pioneers 
of “ Liberal opinions” in Oxford. 
On his father’s death, in 1850, 
he refused the deanery of 
Carlisle, tendered to him by Lord 
John Russell as a.mark of respect 
to his father’s merits as a Liberal

week, Dr. Stanley gave two lec- 
tures on the “ Hebrew Monarchy 
under Solomon” before the Edin- 
burgh Philosophical Institute.

MERSEY.

The career of Colonel Browne has been a very active, indeed, 
almost a romantic one; and a slight sketch of it will show in how 
many regions our hard-working soldiers have to perform their duty. 
Entering the Army at sixteen, Colonel Browne served many years 
With the 28th Regiment; and whilst Lord Nugent was Lord High 
Commissioner of the Ionian islands Captain Browne acted as his 
Aide-de-Camp, and also for some time as Colonial Secretary. In 
1836 Major Gore Browne exchanged into the 4lst Regiment, 
served during the occupation of Afghanistan. After the 3 
of our troops at the Khyber Pass, the 41st joined Genera 
and advanced to the rescue of General Nott and his troops. During 
the whole of the ensuing war Major Browne held the command of 
the 4ist, and also commanded the reserve at the disastrous battle of 
Hykulzie, and, by forming square when the van of the army had 
been broken, was enabled to repulse the enemy and to cover the 
retreat. He held command of his regimen at the battles of Candahar, 
Guznee, Cabul, and during the march through the Khyber Pass, 
where he commanded the rear, and under General M‘Gaskell at the 
storming of the Hill Fort at Islaleff, the most daring action during 
the war. Major Gore Browne's especial gallantry and humanity 
were praised in the General’s despatches, which were quoted in both 
houses of Parliament, and for his services he obtained a baronetcy 
and a lieutenant-colonelcy, and was made a C.B. 


n his return with his regiment from India the Colonel exchanged |

He was, in his earlier 
career, in the Army, having entered the 2nd D m Guards as Cornet ; but 
he retired from military life altogether in 1840. He, on the death of his father, 
the first Lord Glenlyon, in October, 1837, inherited that barony, and succeeded 
to the dukedom of Athole and the other family honours the 14th of September, 
1846, on the death of his uncle, John, fifth Duke of Athole. He also became 
Hereditary Sheriff of Perthshire, and he was Grand Master of the Freemasons 
of Scotland, which post he held since the resignation of the late General Lord 
Frederick Fitzclarence. His Grace was a zealous member of the Freemasons, 
and took part with the brotherhood on several memorable occasions at 
Edinburgh—amongst others, on the laying of the foundation-stone of a Scotch 
National Gallery. In 1853 he was made a Knight of the Thistle. While Lord 
Glenlyon, his Grace took part in the memorable, magnificent, and costly 
chivalric pageant in August, 1839, known as the Eglinton Tournament, where 
he was Knight of the Gael, and was attended to the field of the tourney by above 
one hundred armed Athole men from his familyhome in Perthshire. The noble 
host of the Tournament, the good and gallant Earl of Eglinton, himself 
the soul of chivalry, and also the stalwart Marquis of Waterford, Viscount 
Alford, the Hon. Captain Gage, and other noble and spirited Knights, 
as well as the Duke of Athole, have passed away. Earl Craven is among 
the few Knights now alive who participated in that romantic féte. The 
Emperor Napoleon III. is also a surviving Knight ; but he never shared in the 
actual tournament, having previously started on the Boulogne expedition. 





The Duke of Athole, while Lord Glenlyon, when the Queen first visited 
Scotland, in September, 1842, entertained her Majesty and her late illustrious | 
Consort magnificently, at Dunkeld, in the Royal progress from Scone Palace to | 
Taymouth Castle. Her Majesty and the Royal Family also occupied Blair Castle | 
one season, before the Highland palace was formed at Balmoral. Her Majesty's | 
recent and last visit to the Duke in his death illness at Blair was most kind | 
His Grace, despite the fearful disease (cancer) under which 
he laboured, rose up and insisted on accompanying the Queen to the railway 
station. His Grace was a Conservative in politics, but gave his occasional 
and independent support to Lord Palmerston’s Government. He married, 
on the 29th of October, 1839, Anne, only daughterof Henry Home Drummond, 
Esq.,of Blair Drummond, and late Mistress of the Robes to the Queen, by whom 
he had an only child, his successor. The Duke died at Blair Castle, on the 
16th inst., and is succeeded by his son, John James Hugh Henry, Marquis of 
Tallidardine, now seventh Duke of Athole, who was born on the 6th of August, 
1840, and who is a Lieutenant in the Scots Fusilier Guards, and has only 
within the last few months returned home from service with his battalion in 
Canada. He married, on Oct. 29, 1863, Louisa Moncreiffe, eldest daughter of 
Sir Thomas Moncreiffe, seventh Baronet, of Moncreiffe, and his wife, the |

SIR WILLIAM ATHERTON, QC. 

Sir William Atherton, one of her Majesty’s counsel and a Bencher of the 
Inner Temple, and recently Attorney-General, was the son of the Rev. 
William Atherton, a Wesleyan clergyman, by his wife, Margaret, daughter of 
the Rev. Walter Morison, a minister of thé Established Church of Scotland. 
He was born in Glasgow, in 1806, and was educated in this country, and, 
adopting the law as his profession, was entered of the Inner Temple. After 
keeping his terms, he practised successfully as a special pleader from 1832 to 
1839. He, in 1833, published a clever treatise on the Commencement of Per- 
sonal Actions. He was called to the Bar at the Inner Temple, Nov. 22, 1839, 
and went the northern circuit, where he obtained a considerable amount of prac- 
tice; and in 1852 he became a Queen’s Counsel. He was the same year returned 
to Parliament in the Whig interest for the city of Durham. He had risen to be 
a leader of his circuit, when, in December, 1859, he was appointed Solicitor- 
General and knighted. He was made Attorney-General in July, 1861. He 
has twice since refased theoffer of a judgeship. He, in the autumn of last 
year, relinquished the attorney-generalship in consequence of ill health, 
from which he never recovered. Sir William married, in 1443, Agnes Mary, 
second daughter of Thomas James Hall, Esq., Chief Magistrate of Bow-street, 
by whom he leaves a family.

CHANGES IN PARLIAMENT, 


In the period which has elapsed since the beginning of the Session 
of 1863 the mutations in the sonnel of Parliament have been 
above the average. In the Komen death has been busy—five 
Dukes, three Marquises, four Earls, two Viscounts, and five Barons 
having gone the way of all flesh. The demise of the Duke of 
Athole, though expected for some time, has only recently occurred. 
His Grace was the son of a brother of the fifth Duke, who was 
created Lord Glenlyon, and he bore that title for some time before 
his accession to the dukedom, on the death of his uncle, The only 
special political act which one remembers the late Duke of Athole to 
have performed was, when Lord Glenlyon, seconding the Address 
in the House of Lords during the ministry of Sir Robert Peel, when 
he appeared in full Highland costume. The decease of the Duke 
of Cleveland, which took place a short time ago, was somewhat 
sudden. His Grace was the second Duke, the grant of that dignity 
to his father — only from 1833. In early life the Duke was 
well known in the House of Commons as Earl of Darlington. As 
a Peer he was a regular attendant on the sittings of the House of 
Lords, though he took no active part in the debates; and he was 
observable for the quaintness of his dress, in which an old-fashioned 
green coat with brass buttons and a peculiarly-shaped hat were con- 
spicuous. The death of the Duke of Hamilton was premature, 
having been caused by an accident. Holding the rank of premier 
Duke of Scotland, he was also Duke of Beaston in the Peerage of 
England, by which title he sat in the House of Lords. His connection 
by marriage with the Emperor of the French caused him to be a 
member of the innermost circle in the Imperial family, The Duke of 
Grafton has also died at an advanced age. 

The Marquises who have away in the last year comprise the 
names of the venerable and respected Marquis of Lansdowne ; the 
Marquis of Normanby, who, beginning political life as a Whigs 
Radical, died a Conservative and something more; and Marqui- 
Townshend, who was remarkable principally for his sympathy with 
the Poles. All these peers have left successors to their titles, 

The necrology of the Earls includes the names of the lamented Earl 
of Elgin, the Earl of Clare, Earl Charlemont, and Earl Beauchamp. 

The two Viscounts who have died were Lord Middleton and Lord 
Massareene and Ferrard—the latter an Irish Viscount, but sitting in 
the House of Peers as Baron Oriel. 

The five Barons whose deaths have to be recorded are Lord Seaton, 
one of the last of Wellington’s Peninsular Lieutenants, of whom the 
Duke once said that he was the only General who could get ten 
thousand men out of Hyde Park on military principles. It is only 
necessary to mention the names of Lord Lyndhurst and of Colin 
Campbell, Lord Clyde, as amongst those who have disappeared from 
the world, and to add the names of Lord Hatherton, well known as 
Mr. Littleton in the days of old Whig ascendancy; and of Lord 
Chesham, a member of the Cavendish family and a recent creation, to 
complete the mortuary réle of the House of Peers. 

The earliest change in the House of Commons last year was caused 
by the retirement of Sir M. Seymour from Devonport. He has been 
succeeded by Mr. Ferrand, so well known some years agoas a kind of 
litical gladiator in the house. Mr. Francis Powell has succeeded 
fr. A. Stuart as member for Cambridge; Mr. W. H. G. Langton has 
replaced Mr. Moody as member for West Somerset; and Cambridge- 
shire has lost Mr. Edward Ball, the farmer's friend and Conservative 
Dissenter, on whose retirement Lord George Manners was elected, 
The death of Captain Gladstone, brother of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer but his political opponent, caused a vacancy in the repre- 
sentation of Devizes, which has been filled by Mr. W. Addington. 
The Hor H. Bernard has succeeded the late Colonel Bernard at 
Sandon ; Mr. Berner has taken Mr. Richardson's place at Lisburn; 
Mr. Freeland’s retirement from Chichester has brought an old member, 
Mr. John Abel Smith, back to the house; the succession of Lord 
Euston to the dukedom of Grafton has given Lord F. Fitzroy a seat 
for Thetford; and the accession of General Upton to the Irish 
peerage of Templetown has made Mr. O'Neill member for Antrim. 
The place of the late lamented Sir George Lewis at Radnor has been 
filled by Mr. R. G. Price; Dublin County has exchanged Mr. J. H. 
Hamilton for Mr. J. T. Hamilton, father and son; and Mr. Daniel 
O'Connell, having obtained a public appointment, rendered the 
borough of Tralee available for the Attorney-General for Ireland, 
Mr. O'Hagan. 

The city of London, on the death of Mr. Western Wood, chose 
Mr. E. I. Géschen as its member. At Kinsale, Sir G. Colthurst has 
replaced Sir J. Arnott. At New Ross, Colonel Tottenham has suc- 
The death of Captain Gordon caused a 
vacancy for Berwick, which has been supplied by Mr. W. Cargill ; 
and the late Mr. Calcutt has been replaced in the county of Clare by 
Sir Colman O’Loghlin. A vacancy having occurred at Pontefract 
by the elevation of Mr. R. M. Milnes to the Peerage, it has been filled 
by the election of Major Waterhouse. The decease of Captain 
Johnson and Mr. Botfield have brought the Hon, C, H. Tracy and 
Sir W. Frazer into the house, as members for Montgomeryshire and 
Ludlow respectively. Viscount Elmsley and Viscount _—- 
having become, the one Earl Beauchamp and the other Marquis 
Townshend, West Worcestershire has passed to the Hon. F. Lygon, 
who has vacated his former seat for Tewkesbury, the writ for which 
must be moved for when Parliament meets; and Mr. John Peel, 
though violently opposed by his namesake Sir Robert, has won 
Tamworth. The demise of a leading old Whig, Mr. Ellice, caused a 
severe contest at Coventry, in which an eccentric ultra-Tory, 
Mr. Treherne, was victorious. 

Mr. Potts, member for Barnstaple, having died, has been succeeded 
by Mr. Lloyd; while the promotion of Mr. Serjeant Pigott to the 
Bench has given Mr. Lefevre, a nephew of the late Speaker of the 
House, a seat for Reading. The deaths of Mr. G. W. Hope, J. H. 
Langstone, and Mr. W. Cubitt, the late popular Lord Mayor of 
London, have caused vacancies for Windsor, Oxford, and Andover, 
which have been supplied by Colonel Vyse, Mr. Neate, and Colonel 
Humphery. The Hon. W. Cavendish having become Lord Chesham, 
the seat in the county of Bucks, which has been held by the 
Liberals, has been lost by that party by the election of a Conservative, 
Mr. Harvey. ' 

With the mention that a vacancy has occurred for the city of 
Durham by the death of Sir W. Atherton, the late Attorney-General 
that Mr. Coningham, one of the members for Brighton; and Sir 
James East, member for Winchester, are about to retire, we close 
this somewhat lengthy record of the changes in Parliament during 
the last twelve months.

On the 18th inst., at Charterhouse, in his ninety-first year, Mr. Rowland 
Hunter, formerly of St. Paul's churchyard, with his uncle, Mr. J. Johnson, 
the well-known bookeeller, whom he succeeded, 

Uncle and nephew kept shop on the north side of St, Paul’s-church- 
yard: it was not, like Lackington’s, a “Temple of the Muses,” but 
lain and unadorned, befitting the head-quarters of the bookselling of 

rotestant Dissent. Johnson's family were Baptists. After he was 
burnt out from Paternoster-row, in 1770, uninsured, his friends set 
him up in St, Paul’s-churchyard; there he published for William 
Cowper, John Horne Tooke, Dr. Darwin, Dr. Priestley, Dr. Aikin, 
Dr. Enfield, Mr. Fuseli, Mr. Bonnycastle, Mrs. Barbauld, Mary 
Wolstonecroft, and Miss Edgworth. In 1788, Johnson began here 
the Analytical Review. 

But his greatest hit was the publication of “Cowper's Poems,” of whic 
we have heard an old contemporary of Johnson relate that a portion of the 
MS. poems was offered to him for publication by a relation of Cowper, pro- 
vided he (Johnson) would publish them at his own risk and allow the author 
to have a few copies to give to his friends, Johnson read the poems, approved 
of them, and published them; but the reviewers condemned them to the 
trunkmakers, and these charming effusions stood in the corner of the pub- 
lisher’s shop unsalable for a long time. At length, Cowper's relation called 
again upon Johnson with another bundle of the poet's MS., which was offered 
and accepted upon the same terms as before; they contained “ The Task,” 
and were no sooner published than the reviewers hailed Cowper as the first 

et of the age, and this success set the first-published poems in motion. 
ohnson reaped the fruits of his undaunted judgment ; and, in 1812, Cowper's 
poems, only two years’ copyright, produced the sum of £6764. 

Johnson died in nseeneeaty eneene yes, in 1810, and tohis fine business 
succeeded his nephew, Rowland Hunter, as bustling and obliging a 
bookseller as either of his brethren in Paternoster-row. His worldly 
success does not, however, appear to have kept pace with his years. 

Curious things turn up unexpectedly. ho would expect to find 
an old joke in monastic manuscripts? in one of which, relating to 
Meaux Abbey, we read :—* A certain Jew at Tewkesbury fell into a 
cesspool on his Sabbath day, and would not allow himself to be taken 
out from honour to the Sabbath. For a similar reason Richard De 
Clare, Earl of Gloucester, would not permit him to be dragged forth 
on the following day, being Sunday, out of reverence to his Sabbath, 
and so the Jew died there.” Of marvels: In the reign of King 
Stephen, who died four years after the foundation of the abbey, “a 
certain soldier, by name Oswey, chanced to have admission into St. 
Patrick’s purgatory, and, .~ his return, he gave an account of the 
joys and pains which he had witnessed there.” In 1349, “ during 
Lent, six days before Easter Sunday, there occurred an earthquake 
throughout the whole of England, so great that the monks of Melsa, 
while at vespers, on arriving at the verse ‘He hath put down the 
mighty,’ in the Gospel hymn, were by this same earthquake thrown 
so violently from their stalls that they all lay prostrate on the 
ground,” These amusing things are printed in the new Number of 
the Journal of the British Archeological Association. 

Although the Resurrection Gate of the churchyard of St. Giles-in- 
the-Fields has not yet been restored, in the general as well as the 
artistic sense, our contemporaries are busy with the history of the 
curious work of art for which it was remarkable. It may, therefore, 
be as well to make our contribution, without waiting for the 
Churchwardens’ replacement of the gate, Its most noteworthy 
portion was “The Day of Judgment,” in alto-relief, which filled the 
lunette over the Lich-gate, or Resurrection-gate, originally set up on the 
gate of the old church in 1687. Mr.George Scharf, jun., in his artistic 
paper read to the Society of Antiquaries in 1855, upon “ Representa- 
tions of the Last Judgment,” has well described this example :— 

The figures (he tells us) are very small in proportion to the semicircular 
lunette they occupy. The Saviour stands in the clouds, surrounded by rays, 
holding the banner of redemption, and with his right hand pointing upwards. 
Angels playing musical instruments, and tumultuously expressing the joys of 
heaven, completely surround him, Neither the Virgin Mary nor Apostles are 
to be seen in order. The prominent attitudes of the rising dead, and ef the 
condemned, betray markedly the influence of Michael Angelo; they have been 
directly and ignorantly copied from his outline conception. This alto-relievo 
is very curious, and, being both elaborate and well preserved, deserves to be 
carefully drawn and published. (It forms one of the many illustrations of 
Mr. Scharf’s paper in the Archeologia, vol. xxxvi, part 2.) However, this 
sculpture is inferior to the carving over the gateway of St. Stephen's, Coleman- 
street; the treatment is very unworthy of the subject, but, as a piece of 
carving, it is remarkably good. 

At a recent meeting of the Archeological Institute the chairman 
drew attention to a present which had been received from the Prince 
of Wales—a copy of a work on the papyrus, discovered near Thebes 
in the presence of the Prince during his late tour in the East. Mr. 
C. W. Goodwin stated that the papyrus, which has been ably edited 
by Dr. Birch, is one of the fourth century before Christ, and conse- 
quently of a time when Egyptian art was in a state of degradation. 
tt is not perfect, and it is apparent, from internal evidence, says the 
account, that the scribe did not understand what he was engaged on. 
Papyri, it is well known, were kept ready prepared, with blank spaces 
for the name and description of the deceased, and they formed part 
of the regular funeral expenses. There were three sorte—1, Rituals ; 
2, Book of Transmigrations ; 3, Solar Litanies—i.e., descriptions of 
the passage of the soul through the earth in Sol’s boat. These 
MSS. contain minute descriptions of all the regions through which 
the soul passes after death. There are few or no perfect copies of 
a That at present in the Soane Museum is a very fine one; 
and when published will, it is expected, be very complete. 

Photography has been of invaluable service in the instant illus- 
tration of archeology. The photographs exhibited by Mr. Lawrence 
of the Roman remains discovered on his estates at Wycombe, in 
Gloucestershire, and partly engraved in this Journal, are recent evi- 
dence. Still more important are the large photographs of the Roman 
remains found at Chester, and exhibited on the south wall of the 
meeting-room of the Society of Antiquaries. The minuteness of the 
Corinthian ornament is very extraordinary; and the restorations 
complete the illustrations of these very interesting remains, now 
swept away. It will be remembered it was specially to works of 
this class that Daguerre pointed yon his discovery in 1838,

And will good liquor no longer hold, 

Out of the side you may cut a clout

with a woodeut of a leather bottle, which Albert met with among 
the treasures left by an elderly cousin. “The Golden Bottle” was 
the sign of James Hore, in Cheapside, in 1667; and of Mr. Richard 
Hoare, goldsmith, in Fleet-street, in 1693; and when the banking- 
house was rebuilt the old sign, a gilt leather bottle, was replaced over 
the entrance, where it may now be seen. ‘There is connected with the 
Great Fire of London, in 1666, a tradition explaining the choice of 
this sign by the banker. We remember some fifty years since a 
public-house sign of the Leather Bottle, at Leverstock-green, Herts,

THE FARM. 


THE convictionin the Leigh haymaking case has been unanimousl 
quashed by the Court of Queen’s Bench, who decided that a sniall 
farmer who works on his farm is not “‘a labourer,” and, in fact, does 
not come within the provisions of the statute, (the 29th of Charles IL.), 
for the better observance of the Sabbath. The question as to whether 
the saving of the hay was or was not a work of necessity could not 
be argued, as that was a matter of fact for the decision of the magis- 
trates. One of the Judges seemed rather to intimate, from a query 
which he put to Mr. Mellish, that if a farmer apprehends wet and the 
destruction of his hay, he might not be held to be in the exercise of 
his “ordinary calling” if he assisted in saving it. However, that 
question is still left at large, and we can fancy the endless refinements 
which might have been introduced in arguing it, the difference be- 
tween mere barmometer threatenings and a brook or river over- 
flowing the hay meadows. The barristers “bearded as the pard” 
received an amusing hit in the course of the argument. In reference 
to an incidental remark by Mr. Justice Crompton, on the construction 
of the statute, that “it would be very hard if a man who went to a 
barber on a Sunday should escape scot free, while the barber was 
punished.” The Chief Justice added, “ judging from what we latterly 
see around us, shaving is not a matter of necessity.” 

Mr, Duckham, the editor of “The Hereford Herd-book,” has just 
published the able and exhaustive lecture on Hereford cattle which he 
read last month before the members of the Royal Agricultural College. 
He combats therein the general notion that Hereford cows Ifive no 
great aptitude for milk, and quotes as one of his authorities in their 
favour Mr. Olver, of Penhallow, in Cornwall, who says that one of 
his cows, Patience, has given as much as 14 lb. of butter per week last 
summer, while Blossom was equal to twenty-two quarts of milk, or 
24 lb. of butter, per day. Mr. Duckham maintains that “ the quality 
of the Hereford meat is unsurpassed, if equalled ;” but we do not find 
that the great London butchers and salesmen indorse this opinion. 
The Hereford herd of the late Mr. John Powell are to be sold at 
Brampton Madley on the 2nd proximo, The whole of the herd are 
descended from one cow, Miss Cotmore, by Cotmore (376), the winner 
of the first prize in his class at the first meeting of the Royal Agri- 
cultural Society, in 1839, at Oxford. The produce has been crossed 
principally with Mr. Hewer’s bulls.

HORSE-RACING IN EGypt.—The Cairo races, established by 
the present Viceroy (says the Alexandrian correspondent of the Times) were 
run for the first time on the 5th, om the desert near the Abbassiels, distant 
about three miles from the — The course was an oval of two miles in 
length by half a mile in width; the ground was hard sand, mixed with 
pebbles, and was broken by transverse ruts formed by the rain—on the whole, 
tolerable ground, and not too deep. The second race, for horses of all nations, 
catch weights, was five miles, for £300 and £100 to the second. Four English 
horses ran, but were beaten, without a struggie, by an Arab horse of the 
Obeyan breed, who, however, lost the race by his rider dismounting at the 
third mile, which permitted a chestnut mare of Ali Pacha to come in first, the 
Obeyan recovering the second place. The English horses greatly discredited 
themselves ; and it isa pity that Companion, who has hitherto won all his 
races, did not run, as he would almost certainly have maintained our 
precedence. The race was run in fifteen minutes. Altogether it was a 
great success; the weather was beautiful—a bright sun, tempered by a fresh 
breeze ; the arrangements excellent, A kiosk was erected for the Vicergy, and 
a grand stand for the Europeans; a buffet was — of twenty-five tables, 
each of six covers, besides the private table for his Highness and his guests, all 
at the Viceroy’s expense. At the conclusion of the day a purse of £100 was 
run for by the Bashi Bazouk cavalry, who dashed off in a dense clump, forming 
a very pretty and animating le. Among the Viceroy’s guests were 
Count Degenfeld, Austrian Minister at War ; Sir Charles Macarthy, Governor 
of Ceylon ; Count Bariatinski, Count Nobili, and several of the Consuls-General. 
It is to be hoped that the English will endeavour to retrieve their name at the 
next meeting, to be held in May, at Alexandria, for it cannot be doubted that a
